My dear Lord Hardinge, 

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 23rd August, asking 
me to revise my list of representatives from the Madras Presidency to take 
part in the general homage to His Majesty on the occasion of the Delhi 
Durbar. 

The Prince of Areot and four Ruling Chiefs go out, so that there are 
vacancies for five others. I enclose a revised list in which the names of 
Nos. 6, 7, 8,15 and 16 are new. In my last letter 1 gave you particulars of 
the other 15, so I will not weary you by repetition. Of the five new names, 6 
and 7 are the Rajas of Pithapuram and Ramnad, They are two young men 
holding large estates—the former in the north and the latter in the south of 
India—and may well be included. No. 8 is the Advocate-General, of whom I 
wrote in my last letter. I think that, if he is excluded, it will give rise to con¬ 
siderable comment, as he is regarded as one of the most highly respected and 
leading citizens of Madras. The only reason for his exclusion would be that 
he is Advocate-General and therefore ranks as an official. Nos. 15 and 16 are 
elected Members of the Legislative Council. The former represents the 
University of Madras and may claim to be the leading vakil at the Madras 
Bar. The other is the elected representative of the Southern Group of the 
Zamindars. 

If. as I hope may not be the case, you think that Mr. Sivagwami Aiyar 
should not be inoluded, then I Avould recommend the inclusion of another 
member of the Legislative Council the Hon’ble Khan Bahadur Muhammad 
Habibulla Sahib Bahadur. He is an enlightened Mahommedan of Yellore 
and represents the Municipalities of that District. 

I do not think that any exception could be taken to any of the names 
which I have submitted to you. The list is as representative a one as I can 
devise.

The 
Prince of Arcot is an Additional Member of the Imperial Council and was 
invited to the Government of India Camp, but has, for his own personal con¬ 
venience, joined the Madras Camp. An alternative to the Prince of Arcot 
would be the Hon’ble Nawab Saiyid Muhammad Sahib Bahadur of Madras. 

Mr. Gokhale has no wife. We propose that the Maharajadhiraja of 
Burdwan and his wife should be invited. Sardar Partab Singh is not bringing 
his wife. The Hon’ble Mr. Shamsul Huda is not bringing a wife. The 
Hon’ble Mr. Dadabhoy is bringing his wife, but we do not propose that she 
should be invited. The Prince of Arcot is not, we believe, bringing a wife, 
and in any case the invitation to him, if any, need not include his wife. The 
Hon’ble Maung Bah Too is bringing his wife, but we do not recommend that 
she should be included in the invitation. I attach the list.

My beau Stamfordham, 

The monsoon conditions have greatly improved during the past 10 days 
and have effected a considerable change in the situation. I do not think it is 
taking too optimistic a view to say that, if the rains continue fairly good 
during the rest of the month and if the winter rains are reasonably good, 
famine conditions will not prevail in any part of India. There will be scarcity 
in certain districts, and in the unirrigated parts of north-west India most of 
the crops will he thin. The United Provinces have had copious rians during 
the last 10 days and will be all right, and Sir Louis Dane, who is on tour 
in the Punjab, reports that the crops are better than he expected. Some of the 
Native States in Kathiawar and Bajputana have suffered more than British 
India, but Bikaner writes to me that even in his State, which is a desert State, 
the situation has much improved; and if there is sufficient rain this month to fill 
the tanks and wells, the situation will he quite satisfactory. 




2. I think we were right to abandon the manoeuvres and also to reduce the 
number of troops at Delhi, as the district where the manoeuvres were to be held 
was one u r here there is a scarcity of fodder ; and in consequence of the 
abandonment, the price of fodder has already fallen. We shall have plenty of 
troops at Delhi from the spectacular point of view, and it would have 
been impossible to bring in the distant brigades and divisions owing to the 
cost of conveying them by rail. There are one or two of the King’s regiments 
that will in consequence be unable to be present at Delhi. One of these 
is Skinner’s Horse, which is quartered at Dera Ismail Khan on the 
Afghan frontier. It would cost a large sum of money to bring them in by rail, 
and for the same sum I could bring in an extra brigade of cavalry from else¬ 
where. The regiment, moreover, is not a good one and lias a poor Commanding 
Officer. The exception that I have made is in bringing in the 10th Hussars 
from Rawalpindi, as it is a regiment that has, and always has had, such close 
connection with the Royal Family. 

3. I enclose to you a list of the Pages that have been selected for the King 
and Queen. It is of course subject to modification, as the hoys might fall ill 
or something of that kind happen which would prevent their presence at Delhi. 
I liave given orders that they are to be dressed in white and gold, which I 
think will he extremely becoming. They will of course be in their own 
Oriental costume and probably will be simply covered with jewellery by their 
mothers and fathers for the occasion. They will have to come in good time 
to Delhi in order to take part in the rehearsals. 

4 As an indication of how things are moving at Delhi, I may mention 
that the Central Post Office of the Durbar encampment has already been 
opened and is in working order. 

6. I was talking to Grimston yesterday about the question of the King’s 
Equerries and A.-D.-C.’s escorting the King on horseback to the Durbar. He 
entirely agreed with my views as to the undesirability of such a proceeding— 
views which I may add are shared by the Durbar Committee. He also added 
a point which had not occurred to me, viz., that breeches and dusty hoots were 
hardly suitable for an occasion when everybody is in full dress uniform and 
the King with a crown and robes. I look upon it solely from the spectacular 
point of view, and I consider that the presence of grooms hanging about near 
the Royal Shamiana and later on bringing up led horses will entirely spoil the 
show. As I pointed out yesterday to Grimston, it will be quite different at 
Calcutta, where I would recommend that the King’s Equerries and A.-D.-C.’s 
should accompany the King’s procession on horseback, since there will not be 
there 100,000 people to see them get on and off their horses. I do hope that 
the King will agree with this point of view.

The reason for this omission is that all the principal Hindu 
nobility who might be worthy of this distinction are strictly orthodox, and 
therefore ineligible for an invitation to dinner, whilst of the Mahommedan 
community several of the principal and eligible noblemen of the province are 
unable from ill-health or advanced age to be present at Delhi. 

The name of the Hon’ble Raja Pramada Nath Roy of Dighapatia has not 
been submitted, as he will not he in either of the Eastern Bengal and Assam 
Camps.

Iii reply to your telegram of the 30th August 1911, I send you herewith a 
list of persons recommended by His Excellency the Hon’ble Sir Arthur 
Lawley for the honour of dining with His Majesty. There has been a slight 
delay in replying to your telegram, as His Excellency wished me to ascertain 
beforehand whether the Hon’ble Mr. Y. Krishnaswamy Aiyar would care to be 
invited, as he does not dine with Europeans. 1 gather from his reply that he 
would accept the invitation if he were sent one. The total number of persons 
in the list, excluding the Maharaja of Travancore and the Raja of Cochin, is 42, 
but these include two Ruling Chiefs and the Prince of Arcot. His Excellency 
is not certain whether they should be included in the thirty or not. The 
Prince of Arcot may be included in some other list, as he is a Member of the 
Viceroy’s Legislative Council. 1 have given the Prince of Arcot the number 
in the Warrant of Precedence which he has as a Member of the Viceroy’s. 
Legislative Council, but in Madras he is given precedence immediately after the 
Ordinary Members of Council, that is to say, between the numbers 11 and 12. 
I believe, however, that this precedence is not recognised at Calcutta. The 
list may require some revision, as replies have not been received yet from all 
the persons invited, including the two senior Members of the Board of Revenue 
who are absent on leave in England now. The number of Indians suggested 
for the honour is small, but as a rule the Hindus in this Presidency will not 
dine with Europeans.

Many thanks for your letters of August 10th and 17th, in reply to which 
I have just sent you a telegram. 

1. Church at Bombay. Letter 10th August, paragraph 2.—-The King 
approves of luncheon at Government House being at 1-30 p. M. 

Their Majesties wish to go to Church in Bombay in the evening. I 
suppose about 5 or 6 p. m. would be the coolest time. The Service should not 
last more than an hour, and the Bishop of Bombay might submit the hymns 
for approval. Their Majesties will have already attended Service on board 
ship in the morning. 

2. State Church Service at Delhi. Tour letter August 10th, paragraph 3.— 
The King has decided that he would like a State Servioe at Delhi at which 
officials and as many troops as possible might be present. The Bishop of 
Calcutta should arrange and conduct the Service, which will be an open air one 
with massed bands and the soldiers to sing. His Majesty does not want a 
repetition of the theatrical performance at the last Durbar when megaphone g 
were employed!! It would be as well if the Bishop submitted the hymns for 
approval. 

3. Visitors' Books. Your letter August 10th, paragraph 4.—The King 
will bring out two Visitors’ Books, which can be placed at two separate 
entrances to the camp. 

This might give Grimston an opportunity of employing some of the Native 
officers of those regiments with which His Majesty is associated as Colonel-in- 
Chief. 

4. Inscription for All-India Memorial to King Edward. Your letter 
August 7th, paragraph 1.—The King quite approves of the work of carving, 
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the Cypher and Royal Arms for the front and rear panel being commenced. 
His Majesty agrees with you that the proposed inscription is a beautiful one 
and a perfect description of his father. 

I did not wire to you His Majesty’s approval, as your telegram of 2nd 
September mentioned you were sending a revised text, which has not yet 
arrived, but I suppose it will only include a slight reference to the Navy. 

The King thought that the sculptor was at fault with regard to the Field- 
Marshal’s boots, which should be higher than shown in the sketch of the 
statue. On looking more closely at the sketch, I do not believe the figure is 
meant to represent King Edward. 

5. Dinners at Delhi. Paragraph 3.—The King wishes the Queen, Lady 
Hardinge and the Queen’s three Ladies to be present at the State Dinner. 

The two other dinners should be mixed as you propose. 

6. Reclamation of Land Scheme. Your paragraph 4.—You can rest 
assured that the King will give no encouragement to this project. 

7. Feeding of the Poor. Your paragrah 7.—The King is very glad to 
hear that you approve of the idea of the feeding of the poor, and I see from a 
Reuter’s telegraphic summary of the Delhi programme that this has already 
been announced. 

A suggestion has been made that the feeding of the poor should not take 
place on the same day as the People’s F6te, as it might become a secondary 
feature on that occasion. 

Do you think it would be better to have this function on a separate day in 
some place where Their Majesties might drive through the people ? 

The better the day the better the deed, and this suggests the Sunday 
afternoon! 

Here is also another suggestion to make the numbers to be fed 90,000, 
as Their Majesties* combined ages make 90. This coincidence might appeal 
to the Indian mind. 
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8. Souvenirs for Chief 8 . Your paragraph 8.—The King thanks you for 
your suggestion as regards a souvenir for the 60 minor Chiefs who will not 
be received, and has given instructions for these framed photographs. 

9. Lord Crewe in Procession. Your paragraph 10.—Lord Crewe prefers 
to ride in the State Entry procession, and therefore His Majesty approves of 
his doing so. 

10. Precedence. Your paragraph 13.—The King has decided the pre¬ 
cedence of all the suite with the exception of the Duke of Teck, Chesterfield’s 
substitute and Wenlock. I am sending the list to Crewe. The remainder will 
be settled when Crewe comes here on the 18th. 

11. Chargers for the King. —I fear it is impossible to send out a charger 
for the King, and I have telegraphed to this effect to Grimston. 

1 hope a suitable charger may have been found; but if not, it may be neces¬ 
sary to go to Sir Pertap Singh, or Afsur-ul-Mulk for assistance. Sir Pertap 
has a nice horse he bought from Fitzgerald in the Blues, and I am sure would 
place him at His Majesty’s disposal, if required. 

Perhaps Grimston might buy him and sell him back to Pertap after the 
Indian visit, as I think it would appear undignified if it was given out that 
the King had borrowed a horse. 

12. Queen-Empress's Tour.—I have wired to you about the programme. 
The Queen wishes to have as free a hand as possible, and would be glad not to 
have a programme too much cut and dried. 

Would it be possible for Bannerman, or whoever is in charge, to make 
provisional arrangements and take Her Majesty’s orders the night before? 

The Queen does not wish to visit the Dufferin Hospital and Training School 
on the 18th, and especially desires to visit the Fort and Itmad-ud-Dowla’s tomb, 
leaving out Fattehpur Sikri if there is no time. 

The Queen would like a more formal visit to the Mayo College at Ajmer 
and to see all the boys together. 

The sons of Ruling Chiefs might be presented to Her Majesty. 
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Her Majesty would prefer not to have a State Banquet at Kotah, but to 
invite some of the officials and residents to dinner quietly during the four 
nights she is there. 

The Queen will arrange for the presents for the Christmas Tree at Kotah 
when we receive a reply to my telegram. 

I presume Grimston will arrange a public arrival for the Queen at these 
various places, and that escorts will be furnished. 

13. Standard of India. —The King thinks it would be very effective to 
have the Standard of India, which was carried by Lord Curzon at the Corona¬ 
tion, brought out to India and carried at the Durbar in the procession from 
the Royal Shamiana to the Royal Pavilion.

.Mi dear Viceroy, 

Some persons of high standing and weight here have made to me, in a tentative way, a 
suggestion which seemed to me worthy of your consideration, and which I therefore transmit 
to you. It is that invitations to be present at the great Durbar to be held at Delhi on the 
occasion of the King's visit might be extended to selected representatives of the American 
Missions in India. I enclose the letter containing the suggestion, which was transmitted to tne 
by one of the Massachusetts Senators who is a friend of my own, and I need only add that the 









interest felt here in the Durbar is so great that the invitation of such persons would be much 
appreciated, and that those of the American Missionaries who from time to time come back 
here bear warm testimony of the practical excellence and elevated spirit of our Indian 
administration. Some of them have done valuable service in contradicting and refuting the 
calumnies which are being spread hero by seditious Hindu agitators. They have told me they 
feel it their duty and privilege to bear witness to what we^ are doing in India, and their 
testimony of course carries great weight. 

However all I have to do is to bring the matter to your notice. 

I trust you and Lady Hardinge keep well, and am glad to gather that things have grown 
quieter in India.

Sir, 

For almost a century two great American Missionary Societies have been carrying on 
religious, educational, industrial, medical and literary work in India—the American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions beginning in 1813 and the American Baptist Foreign 
Missionary Society beginning one year later. There are now thirty nine American Societies 
carrying on missionary operations in that country, supporting our 1,600 American missionaries 
there and expending annually large sums of money in the conduct of the work. It is known 
to all that the only desire of benevolent and devout Americans in supporting these enterprises 
is to promote the best welfare of India and of her people. 

The missionaries of the Missionary Society we represent constantly speak with enthusiasm 
of the consideration they have never failed to receive at the hands of the officials of the Indian 
Government, who have freely borne testimony to the value of their services in the maintenance 
of good order and in the promotion of intelligence and morality among the Native populations. 
*We are sure the missionaries of other American Societies have had similar experiences. 

It has occurred to some of us that, if it should seem wise to those who have the direction of 
the great demonstration this autumn or winter when the Sovereign of Great Britain is to be 
crowned Emperor of India to invite a few representative missionaries of the leading American 
Missionary Societies to be present upon that occasion, it would be most highly appreciated by 
the American constituencies of these Societies, as well as by the entire country, and at the same 
time it would give the missionaries an opportunity to demonstrate that their work is 
identical with the highest endeavours of the Government of India. 

This is merely a suggestion, which perhaps should go no further. You, in your wider 
knowledge and experience, will know whether anything more should be said or done. 

If you will pardon a further suggestion, we would say that we have in mind men like 
Revd. Dr. Robert A. Hume, himself a son of missionaries and born in India, and for thirty-seven 
years an able missionary leader in the Bombay Presidency, and the Revd. Dr. John P. Jones, 
for thirty-three years a recognised power in the Madras Presidency and the author of that

My dear Lord Hardinge, 

Before giving over charge of his office, Sir Lancelot Hare handed to me 
Your Excellency’s letter of 12th July, regarding the selection of the represent¬ 
atives of this province, who will do homage to His Majesty at the coming 
Durbar. Sir Lancelot Hare at the same time asked me to express his regret 
that, although he had consulted his senior officers and had devoted some time 
to the subject, he had been unable to complete the list and to reply to Your 
Excellency’s letter before he left India. The preparation of the list has been 
a matter of difficulty, particularly in regard to the selection of the non-official 
gentlemen to receive this mark of honour. I have considered the notes left 
bv my predecessor, and after further consultation with those best able to advise 
me and enquiry as to the methods of selection adopted in Bengal and the 
United Provinces, I now submit a draft list of names for the approval of Your 
Excellency. 

2. I understand that separate arrangements are being made for the 
Members of the Legislative Council of the Governor-General, and I have there¬ 
fore omitted the names of such members, whether official or non-official. 

3. As regards the three officials who appear in my draft list, Your Excel¬ 
lency will observe that I have entered only the Senior Member of the Board 
of Revenue (the Hon’ble Mr. Melitus). The reason for this is that, at the 
time of the Durbar, the Junior Member of the Board (the Hon’ble Mr. Lyon, 
who will return from leave at the end of October) will probably be a Member 
of Your Excellency’s Legislative Council. The other two names are those of 
the senior Commissioner of a Division (the Hon’ble Mr. Arbuthnott, an 
Indian Civil Servant of more than 30 years’ standing) and the Chief Secretary 
to the Local Government (the Hon’ble Mr. LeMesurier). These are the three 
provincial officials who, excluding Mr. Lyon, hold the highest places in the 
Warrant of Precedence. 

4. Turning to the list of non-official gentlemen, I have selected 10 out of 
the 24 non-official Members of my Legislative Council. Three of these ten 
are marked out for the honour by their social standing—the Hon’ble Maharaja 
Girija Nath Ray Bahadur of Dinajpur, the Hon’ble Nawab Sir Khwaja 
Salimullah Bahadur, K. c. s. I., of Dacca, and the Hobble Raja Prabhat 
Chandra Barua of Gouripur. The two European gentlemen, the Hon’ble 
Mr. Henderson and the Hon’bio Mr. Morgan are representatives, respectively, 
of the tea and jute industries. 

Of the remaining Indian Members of Council, the Hon’ble Saiyid Nawab 
Ali Chaudhuri, Khan Bahadur, and the Hon’ble Saiyid Hossam Haidar 
Chaudhuri, Khan Bahadur, are leaders in the Mahommedan community and 



are also great landlords. The Hon’ble Kumar Mahendra Ranjan Rai Chau- 
dhuri is the son of the late Maharaja Govinda Dal Rai Chaudhuri of ^ Kakina, 
a wealthy Zamindar in the Rajshahi Division. The Hon’ble Rai Sita Nath 
Rai Bahadur is the representative of Indian commerce, and the Hon ble 
Mr.' Manik Chandra Barua is a prominent member of the Assamese community. 

5. As regards the Durbaris who are not also Members of Council, the first 
two gentlemen in this list are Maharajas, and the third is a Raja Bahadur. 
Nos. 4-6 are the hereditary Chiefs in thef Chittagong Hill Tracts, and b-o. 7 
is the semi-independent Ruler of the territory in the neighbourhood of Shillong, 
He is also a considerable landholder in the Assam and Surma Valleys. 

6. I have to apologise for the length of this letter, which is due to my 
desire to save Your Excellency trouble by giving full reasons for my selections.

The 
question of pension has received my careful consideration, but for which it 









seems impossible to find a solution that is not open to some objections. If it be 
granted, as I presume it may be, that the standard of bravery which qualifies 
for Victoria Cross will be higher than that which qualifies for Indian Order 
of Merit, and that the one act which wins the Victoria Cross will'be treated as 
more deserving than three minor acts which can carry a man into the 1st class 
of the Indian Order of Merit, then it seems the Victoria Cross, in order to 
carry with it a higher prestige in Native eyes than the Indian Order of Merit, 
must*earn a higher pension than the 1st class of Indian Order of Merit. I 
would therefore suggest following scheme:— 

Any Indian officer or soldier to whom the Victoria Cross is awarded should 
receive a pension of 60 per cent, higher than that granted to a man of his rank 
who gets 1st class Order of Merit; should he already have the Indian Order of 
Merit of any class, or should he subsequently get it, the two pensions should 
merge, and be should draw the Victoria Cross rate or Indian Order of Merit 
rate, whichever be higher, but not both. , As in the case of Indian Order of 
Merit, his widow would draw the pension for three years after his death. The 
two objections that occur to me viz., that in some cases the Native Victoria 
Cross may draw more than British Victoria Cross, and that rates vary with rank 
contrary to British system, seem less weighty than objections that might be 
urged against any other scheme. I shall be glad to have your opinion on this 
alternative proposal. No objection will be raised by the War Office.

Mr dear Stamfordham, 

Thank you very much for your letter of the 19th written from Wynyard. 
I am afraid it must have given you a lot of trouble, as you were without your 
shorthand-writer. 







2. I am glad that you approve of my idea to give medals to all the sehool 
children throughout India. I think they will like it, and it will encourag ■» 
loyalty amongst them. I have just received from the Calcutta Mint a sam r ie 
medal, which I think you will agree with me is very well done, considering that 
they are extremely cheap. It is made of nickel and it is to be suspended with 
a ribbon of Garter blue. I hope that some hundreds of thousands will be dis¬ 
tributed amongst all the schools in India. 

3. Will you very kindly ask the King’s gracious permission that the two 
Coronation Marches to be played at the Durbar may be dedicated to Their 
Majesties ? I have had them both played here by a Military Band before a 
Committee, and we came to the conclusion that they were both of them worthy 
of being played at the Durbar and of being dedicated to Their Majesties. 
One is composed by Major Sandford, who was in charge of the Massed 
Bands at the last Durbar, and the other by Mr. Higgs, a Government official 
in the Foreign Department. 

4. I will arrange that there shall be a Service in the Cathedral at Bombay 
on the afternoon of the 3rd of December at 5p. m. I think it undesirable to 
have it later, as it will be nearly dark at 6 o’clock. I will also arrange that 
there shall be a State Service on the following Sunday at Delhi, at which as 
many British troops as possible should be brought in to take part. I will, 
however, avoid the theatrical part of it, which was so conspicuous—and to my 
mind unpleasant—in the State Service at Curzon’s Durbar. 

6. As regards the Queen’s tour, it is just possible, although I hope not 
likely, that the visit to Ajmer may have to be put off. Three weeks ago it 
was one of the worst spots in Rajputana, practically no rain having fallen 
there. I should not like the Queen to go there if the people were suffering 
from scarcity. I shall know definitely by the beginning of October what the 
situation is in that part; and in case it should be necessary to change the 
programme, I have told the Foreign Department to give me suggestions for an 
alternative route. I do not know where the Queen got the idea of visiting the 
Dufferin Hospital at Agra, since it was never put forward by me, 

6. I am ascertaining the number, ages, &c., of the children at Kotah who 
will be present at the Christmas Tree, and will let you know as soon as 
possible. 

7. The Queen can of course always dine at 8-30, as Her Majesty wishes. 
No details of the tour need be published, and I have given ordei’s that a State 
Dinner at Kotah is not necessary and should be suppressed from the pro¬ 
gramme. 

8. I have received replies from all the various Chiefs as to their forms of 
homage, and we have come to the conclusion that the only possible means of 


avoiding giving offence to some is to allow each Chief to do homage to the 
King in the form prescribed in his State. We know exactly what these forms 
should be, and we must take care to see that they are carried out to the very 
lettter. 

9. You may remember that I told you that it is quite common here for 
Ruling Chiefs and Rajas to have crowns, &c., on their crests, to which they 
have no right whatever. As an example of what I write, I enclose to you the 
crest of the Raja of Mahmudabad, who is simply a Talukdar of Oudh. You 
will see that he has no less than three Tudor crowns on his crest. This is one 
of the many cases which has to be put on a proper footing, and all such cases 
will require gentle handling. 

• * * * * * * * 

11. There has been a great improvement in the monsoon during the last 
fortnight, and I think we shall be saved from famine everywhere in India. 
There are only one or two small and doubtful patches, while seven*eighths of 
India has had more than the normal amount of rain. The rumours that the 
King will not come out for the Durbar have never emanated from this country. 
It would be a huge disappointment to everybody were Their Majesties not to 
come. I gather from my correspondence that the exaggerated rumours of 
drought and famine in this country have been spread by people in England, 
who were interested in keeping the King in the country. I can imagine that 
English people at the time of the strikes were alarmed at the idea of the King 
leaving England, but I trust that all that will be well over, and that quiet 
will prevail when the moment comes for Their Majesties to leave for India. 
In the meantime everything is going on most satisfactorily here in the way of 
preparations for the Durbar." There has been a certain amount of rain at Delhi 
which has improved the situation there enormously. Great operations have 
been undertaken to prevent all chance of plague in the destruction of rats. 
90,000 rats were killed in Delhi during the month of August and the massacre 
is still going on. 

12. I have had to lay down a law that nobody at the Durbar is to have six 
horses to their carriages except the King and Queen, and nobody is to have 
four horses except Ruling Chiefs, the Governor-General and the two Governors. 
I found out that there was one Ruling Chief who proposed to have eight 
horses to his carriage, and that Lieutenant-Governors and other officers of the 
second class were also proposing to have four horses. I quickly put an end to 
any ideas of that kind.

The King then goes into another room to 
smoke. I hope you will be able to provide a smoking-tent near the drawing¬ 
room tent at Delhi. 

3. King's Body-Guard.— There may be a few Gentlemen-at-Arms and 
Royal Archers at Delhi, and the King would like them placed on duty at 
functions. They will have to find their own accommodation, and no expenses 
need be incurred on their behalf. They should look rather effective in their 
uniforms. 

4. Reply to Address on Ridge. —I think it would be better if the Kinc- 
Emperor acknowledged the address by handing the Vice-President of the 
Governor-General’s Legislative Council a written reply. 

If you agree, will you kindly have a reply drafted for submission to His 
Majesty ? 

5. Duke of Peek and Henry. —The Duke of Teck will come out probablv 
as Silver Stick and Personal A.-D.-C., but the King will settle this with Lord 
Crewe next week here. 

Henry comes out as an extra Equerry. 

6. Coronation Durbar Medals. —Will the medals be ready for the Durbar 
as His Majesty would like to give personally a certain number in the same’ 
way as he did at the Coronation ?

If you think it possible, will you kindly place the following before His 
Excellency the Viceroy with my respectful compliments ? 

L. Oliphant, primarily a clerk in the Foreign Office, whom the Viceroy 
perhaps knows personally, and who is at present 1st Secretary in the Teheran 
Legation, is shortly leaving Teheran on reversion to his post in the Foreign 
Office. 

He was to have reverted in the spring, and the Minister, on my suggestion, 
recommended that the Foreign Office should permit him to go home vifi the 
Gulf. 
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Unfortunately he was told to stand fast in the spring, but has just tele¬ 
graphed to me to say that he has permission to come by the Gulf, if any road 
to the south is open, and hopes to leave in the middle of October. This will 
bring him to Bushire just about the time that I should expect, if all goes well, 
to be leaving for India for the Durbar, taking the Lawrence , which will be 
docked while I am in India. Olipbant was very good to me when I was in. 
Teheran in 1909, and I looked forward to having him here for two or three weeks 
and showing him round, and I feel that I shall be disappointing him greatly 
by leaving the Gulf just as he arrives. 

If, however, he can expedite his arrival a little, I could probably arrange 
to touch at the most interesting places on my way down to the Durbar, and 
what I now venture, with some audacity I fear, to ask is whether His 
Excellency could possibly see his way to let me bring Olipbant with me to the 
Durbar and if room could he found for him in the Foreign Office Camp. I 
fear Oliphant’s pocket would not stand the expense of being there “ on his 
own”, but I should be very glad to accept any onus that it might be 
permissible or possible for me to do. 

I should not omit to refer to the question of uniform. I fear it would not 
be possible for him to bring his uniform across Persia; but if he heard in time, 
he would be able to send it to India by parcel post to meet him. 

I quite realise that it may be out of the question for Olipbant to be 
ihvited, and only hope that I shall be pardoned for making the request.

My dear McMahon, 

I send you this rough proof of a list of people who might he asked to the 
dinners to be given by His Majesty at Delhi. His Excellency’s wishes are 
that there should be a list of 140 people for the State Dinner and two lists of 
80 people for the two smaller dinners, which will not be called State Dinners. 
He thinks that all the big gun should be asked to the State Dinner and all the 
big Native Chiefs. My principal object in sending you these lists now is to 
find out from you whether you think that the whole of the Chiefs can be con¬ 
veniently invited together or whether you would knock out the smaller Chiefs 
and put them into the smaller dinners; and, if so, where you would draw the 
line. 
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I remarked to His Excellency that I thought there might be difficulties 
about having all the big Chiefs together; jealousies might occur between the 
Gaekwar and some of the Rajputana Chiefs, for instance, but he thought those 
must he overcome. I imagine it would be desirable to put all the Political 
Officers into the dinners where their Chiefs are, if possible, and there would be 
advantages in having all the Chiefs together, but that is a point upon which I 
want your advice. 

The letters A, B, C, which I have written, may be ignored, as they have 
been inserted under a misapprehension of the principles on which the Viceroy 
wished the dinner parties to be arranged.

Extract from a letter from H. E. the Hon’ble Sir George Sydenham Clarke, G. C. M. G., 

G. C. I. E., Governor of Bombay, to His Excellency the Viceroy, dated the 20th 

September 1911. 

To fix the King’s inspection of the children at 9 a. m. would give little 
time for marshalling as many as 25,000. I should expect a temperature of 
about 84° only, and Their Majesties can be protected from the sun throughout, 
so I do not think they will feel any discomfort if the time is 10 a. m. 

The Cathedral Service is usually 6-30 p. m., because it is .very stuffy in 
Bombay before that hour. It would he well to hold the Service as late as 
possible on this account; but it can he whenever you think best. I think that 
about half an hour must be allowed for going from the ship to Malabar Point, 
or returning, assuming that the journey from the Bandar is done by motor. 
Will Their Majesties return to the ship before the Service ? I suppose that 
lunch, if at 2 p. m,, would be over about 3 p, m. 

I am discouraging ideas of staying away from the Durbar on the part of 
some of the Bombay Chiefs, while inculcating as much economy as possible in 
the matter of retinues, &c. I think this will meet your approval. They are 
commanded by the King, and nothing but real necessity should be allowed to 
prevent their attendance.

My dear Stampordham, 

I enclose to you a list of my recommendations for honours of the Victorian 
Order. I have endeavoured to make it as moderate as possible. There are 
one or two points that I would like to explain. 

2. In the first place, almost all the recommendations are rewards to people 
whose sole claims are work connected with the Durbar. 

3. I have recommended McMahon for a G. G. V. 0., as there is no reason 
why he should receive an Indian Order, and were lie to receive an Indian 
Order, it could not be a Grand Cross. I think a G. 0. V. O. would be a very 
suitable recognition of his personal services to the King, which will be decided¬ 
ly heavy during His Majesty’s stay in this country. 

4. I have recommended the Raja of Bundi for a K. C. V. O., as the Queen 
will be going there. The Eaja of Kotah is to get a G. C. S. I., but I could not 
give a high Indian Order to Bundi, because he has been behaving rather badly 
by drinking of late, but he has promised to reform himself in that respect. A 
K. C. V. O. would be quite sufficient for him. 

5. I have also recommended Grimston for the K. C. V. O., as his services 
are chiefly personal to the King. 

6. The only recommendation to the Victorian Order that I have made for 
one of my own people is for a 0. V, 0. to Captain Mackenzie, who is Comptroller 






of my Household, and has had an enormous amount of work to do in connec¬ 
tion with the King’s Camp at Delhi and his visit to Calcutta. The other two 
persons on my Staff who have had heavy quantity of work to do in connection 
with the Durbar, viz., my Private and Military Secretaries, are both to get 
Indian honours, as their work has been political rather than ordinary Durbar 1 
work. All the rest of the recommendations are connected entirely with the! 
Durbar. 

7. Tou will see that some of them are marked with the word “ After”. By 
this I mean that they should not appear in the Durbar Gazette, but should 
appear in a later Gazette when the King has been satisfied with their services. 
There will probably be other cases where the King will himself give the 
Victorian Order on lus own initiative, hut these are my recomendations. 

8. I trust that we shall adhere strictly to the rule that nobody is to receive 
more than one decoration, and also nobody except Ruling Chiefs shall receive 
more than one medal to commemorate either the Coronation or the Durbar.

I am very grateful to you for your telegrams which are most useful, as I 
am able to push on matters without the delay of waiting for letters. 

2. I am glad to know that all the Delhi programmes are approved with the 
exception of the composition of the King’s procession on different occasions, 
which Grimston explains to me is probably due to some new regulation respect¬ 
ing the precedence of Equerries and A.-D.-C.’s. In any case, as soon as 
Grimston receives the new scheme of the different processions, I shall be able 
to regard the programme as absolutely settled. 

3. I am very glad to hear from you that only two Equerries with two 
Royal grooms, and possibly Household Cavalry Orderlies, will ride with the 
King’s procession to the Durbar, and that the remainder of the King’s suite 
will proceed ahead. I venture to hope that the two mounted Equerries will 




be instructed to ride out of the arena with the empty carriage and with the 
Cadet Corps, and that they will then dismount at the back of the stand and 
come in with the Cadet Corps, who will take up their places behind the King 
and Queen in the Royal Shamiana. The Cadet Corps will also before the 
departure of the King and Queen leave the Shamiana and get on their horses 
behind the spectators’ stand and come in with the King’s State carriage, 
so that there w r ill be no question of led horses and waiting grooms which 
would look so bad. I consulted Grimston, and he thinks that this is obviously 
the course to be pursued. 

4. Will you very kindly submit to the King that I fear that the proposal 
that, after the announcing of the boons, the Herald should, instead of giving 
cheers, proclaim God save the King-Emperor, to which the spectators should 
respond in the same terms, and the same as regards the Queen-Empress, before 
the cheers, would be a failure. It must not be forgotten that two-thirds of 
the troops in the arena and almost the entire number of spectators on the big 
mound would be Indians who practically know no English. The words of the 
Herald would not extend far, and there would be confusion. There would, on 
the other hand, be no confusion about the cheers, as all the Indian troops anu 
spectators know how to cheer. I venture to suggest as quite appropriate that, 
at the conclusion of the list of boons that I shall read out by the King’s 
command, I should add the words “ God save the King-Emperor ”, “ God save 
the Queen-Empress”. These words would then be printed on the sheets 
containing the list of boons that I propose to have distributed amongst the 
spectators in the arena. It would, I fear, be quite impossible to drill Indian 
troops and spectators to say in unison such a sentence as “God save the King- 
Emperor”. This is the opinion of all the people here whom I have consulted. 

6. The King’s wishes as regards the ceremonial to be observed in the 
reception of the Chiefs of over 15 guns will be observed. 

6. As regards the Queen’s programme and Her Majesty’s desire for a private 
visit to the Fort, I would venture to suggest that this private visit should 
take place on the afternoon of Thursday, the 7th of December, while the King 
is interviewing the Chiefs. It is only in view of police arrangements that I 
would like to know beforehand. 

7. I am glad to say that the rains have quite changed the situation at 
Ajmer, and that there will now be no reason why Her Majesty should not go 
to Ajmer during the course of her journey in Rajputana. 

8. I am sure that the King will be pleased to hear that we have now 
obtained all the money required for the All-India Memorial and have had to 
announce that no more subscriptions are desired. I am very glad that the 
proposed inscription has been approved. 

9. I am sending by today’s mail to Crewe a draft of the King’s proposed 
Durbar speech and three addresses with their proposed replies for submission 
to His Majesty. I am anxious to know, as quickly as possible, whether the 


three addresses are approved, since they have to be illuminated on parchment. 
The only one for which I am personally responsible is the address in connection 
with the All-India King Edward Memorial, which 1 will myself have to 
present to the King as President of the Committee. The others were drawn 
up by different people, but I have supervised them. I shall have three or four 
more addresses to forward, but they have not yet come to hand. There are in 
all four more to come. 

10. You will be interested to hear that one of the reception tents in the 
King’s Camp, the biggest tent that has ever been put up anywhere in one 
piece, went up a few days ago. It required 500 men to hang on to the ropes. 
It is not, however, anything like as big as what the Investiture Shamiana will 
be. 

11. I am sorry that the King does not like sending out a charger, 
although I can quite understand it. I do not think, however, that the King 
should ride a borrowed horse from Pertab. If His Majesty wishes to ride one 
of Pertab’s horses, Grimston should make an arrangement that the horse should 
be bought from Pertab and resold to him after the Durbar at the same 
price. I do not think it would do for His Majesty to ride a horse borrowed 
from a Ruling Chief. 

12. I am sending in to Crewe today my recommendations for honours. 
I have told him that you would like to see the list, and he will no doubt 
forward to you a duplicate. I have included in my list Crewe’s, yours and 
Wigram’s names as having had to deal with the political side of the Durbar. 
I have made suggestions to you in another letter for rewards from the Victorian 
Order for all those who will render personal service to King and ordinary 
Durbar work.

I have telegraphed the King's 
approval of the latter. 

2. I am afraid there is bound to be a good deal of disappointment among 
regiments who cannot be brought to Delhi on account of the drought. The 
60,000 troops will make a very good show, and hours is, I am sure, quite 
long enough for the King and Queen. 

3. Your paragraph 2.—The King has come to the conclusion that it will 
be better to have the dinner parties on board on the 2nd and 3rd, as Their 
Majesties like to try and talk to all their guests, and 45 is too many. Twenty-three 
of the list of guests submitted by you might be invited for the 2nd, and 22 for 
the 3rd. Their Majesties and some of the suite will make up 35 or 40 each 
night. 1 he Military Secretary of the Governor and Flag-Lieutenant need not 
be invited. If necessary, they could join the rest of the suite in the Ward-room. 
The Roman Catholic Archbishop of Bombay and another might replace these 
two. If you have not left Bombay, of course you will dine. 

Directly the invitation cards are printed, I will have some sent to the 
Governor of Bombay and ask him to issue the invitations. 

4. Your paragraph 4.—The King desires me to thank you for letting him 
know your proposals for honours to Kashmir, Udaipur, Jaipur, and Mysore. 

What do you recommend that the King should do for his Honorary 
Indian A.-D.-C.’s ? His Majesty proposes to give them a handsome present, 
but will they not expect some decoration ? 

Should the King give the G. C. Y. O. to the Prime Minister of Nepal ? 

5. There seems to be a great fatality among Ruling Chiefs. Cooch Behar 
has just died, and I see that the Maharaja of Nepal is very ill. 

6. The King is bringing out Durham with him as the Head of his 
Household instead of Chesterfield, and the question of his title is under con¬ 
sideration. 

Wenlock, I am sorry to sav, is too ill to come. The Queen does not 
propose to replace him, so we shall be 25 with Their Majesties. 

Crewe is here, and has spoken to the King about the precedence of the 
Duke of Teck. 

At special functions the Duke of Teck will precede Lord Crewe, but at 
official functions, like the State Entry and Durbar, Lord Crewe will take 
precedence.

Mr dear Lord Hardinge, 

DuBoulay writes that you will not require me at Delhi. There are one 
or two matters which I should like to mention now, so that Your Excellency 
may, if necessary, consider them at Delhi. 

One is the means of access to the Salimgarh Station and the Fort on 
the occasions of the State arrival and the Garden party. When I was in 
Delhi last, I found that it was proposed that the Governors and Lieutenant- 
Governors should enter by the postern in the old river bed between the 
Salimgarh and the Fort, and that this should be used for guests to the 
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Garden party, who did not come by train. I found that the postern is half 
silted up and would not be a dignified or convenient sole means of access. I 
suggested that the old door in east face of the Fort, opposite this postern, 
should also be opened. I daresay that this has been done, but it will be well 
that Your Excellency should see what is proposed on the spot. I do not 
myself see why the Governors, &c., should not drive into the Fort, as they 
are to leave from there. I understand that at this crest the p3ace where 
Their Majesties are to sit in view of the people is to be settled. 1 trust that 
Your Excellency will bear in mind that, on 13th December in the afternoon, 
the sun will be low down and behind Their Majesties, which would make the 
porch to the Samman Burj very dark. His Majesty might not care for this 
to be lit up by electric light, as it might look rather theatrical. 

As I wrote in a previous letter, the Mela is rather developing into a formal 
recognition of His Majesty by the great spiritual leaders of this country. I 
have just heard that the chief priests of Allahabad and Benares are prepared to 
attend, and their lead will be followed by the lesser Mahants. I also understand 
that the Sikh Mahants and the Mahommedan JPirs are anxious to come. Nothing 
of this sort has ever happened before, and of course the presence of these 
important religious leaders will add greatly to our responsibilities, though it 
will also lend great eclat to the gathering, and will probably be considered 
by the mass of the people as perhaps the most important part of the Durbar. 
The great processions of Mahommedans, Sikhs, Hindus and Jains have been 
arranged, but before telling the great religious leaders that they will be 
welcome, I should like to know Your Excellency’s wishes. On the whole, I 
think that their presence will constitute such a great political gain that it is 
worth while to undertake the extra trouble involved. 

It is not so easy to raise money for the Mela, as many think that Govern, 
ment ought to have defrayed the cost on such an occasion. I am however doing 
my best to stimulate loyal donors, and I am financing the initial expenditure, 
as we do the cost of such gatherings as that at Thanesar on 22nd October 
for the solar eclipse. 

I shall of course make it my duty to be at Delhi when Your Excellency 
returns there; but, with your permission, I propose to visit the Thanesar fair 
on 22nd, in order to see that everything goes off all right and also to gather 
hints for the Badshai Mela.

My dear Stamfordham, 

I am very much obliged to you for your letter of the 7 th September, to¬ 
gether with several telegrams that I have received, elucidating various points 
that required settlement. I will take your letter of the 7th September first. 
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. Paragraph 1.—I have arranged for a Church Service at Bombay in the 
Cathedral at 5 p. m. I will see that the Service does not last more than an 
hour and I will submit the hymns for approval. The Bishop of Bombay is 
away at present. 

3. Paragraph 2.—I will arrange about a State Church Service at Delhi. 

I shall invite the Governors, Lieutenant-Governors and Members of Council 
to be present, in addition to all the British troops that I can collect with the 
massed bands. There will be no megaphones! The Bishop of Calcutta is 
away on leave and will not be at the Durbar, but the Bishop of Lahore will 
officiate. It, is in his diocese and he is a first-rate preacher and excellent 
Bishop. The hymns will be submitted later. 

4. Paragraph 4.—I am very glad indeed that the King approved of the 
proposed inscription on the All-India Memorial to King Edward. The sketch 
that i sent you was not the sketch of the proposed statue. I rather believe it 
was of the Duke of Cambridge’s statue in Whitehall. 

5. Paragraph 5.—I am preparing and will send you proposals for the three 
dinner lists at Delhi. I hope to send them by next mail. 

6. Paragraph 7.—I do not think the suggestion that the feeding of the 
poor should not take place on the same day as the People’s F6te is a good one, 
for it is only on that day that the people, in their hundreds of thousands, will 
be there, since there will be excursion trains running from all directions bring¬ 
ing in the people fx’om the country-side. It is I think essential that the 
feeding of the people should be on the same day as the Fete. It would not do 
for Their Majesties to drive through the people who are being fed, as Indians 
do not like being seen at their meals. Further, I do not like to make the 
suggestion that Their Majesties will only feed 90,000 people; in the first place, 
because there will be several times that number who will be fed, and each one 
of them will consider that he has been fed by the King. If it were limited to 
90,000 people, it would make a very bad effect to turn away the surplus. 

7. Paragraph 10.—I suppose I shall hear from you or Crewe as to what 
precedence is to be given to Durham. I have heard from Crewe as to his owm 
precedence with the Duke of Teck. 

8. Paragraph 12.—The Queen shall have as free a hand in her tour as 
Her Majesty likes, and many of the items are provisional, and are all of them 
subject to revision. I have told Grimston of the Queen’s desire to visit the 
Fort and tomb of Itmud-ud-Daulah at Agra, and Her Majesty’s wishes as to 
what should be done at Ajmer and Kotah. I enclose to you a list of the 
childien who w ill be present at Kotah at the Christmas Tree entertainment. 

9. As regards the public arrival of the Queen at the various places of her 
tour and the furnishing of escorts, all this has been arranged everywhere 
except at Agra, where Her Majesty will arrive at 6 o’clock in the evening in 



the dark and Trill be met by the Commissioner, the chief military officer and 
Ms A.-D.-C. and the Collector. Her Majesty will have had a Ions; day, and I 
propose that she should proceed from the station to the Circuit House in a 
motor. There will be a certain number of troops at the railway station to 
salute Her Majesty. The remainder of the officials of Agra will be at Delhi. 

10. Paragraph 13. Please ask the King to allow the question of 
the Standard of India at the Durbar to be dropped. J had no idea 
that such a Standard had been designed by the Heralds’ College in England. 
The only flag that we know of in India 'is the Union Jack with the Star 
of India and a Tudor Crown in the centre. This is the official flag of the 
Viceroy, Governors, Lieutenant-Governors, Residents, &c. No other flaw 
is known, and a National Flag presents serious political difficulties. You will 
see from the correspondence that I enclose that the question arose of 
a flag for India in the month of January last, and that it was vetQed bv Lord 
Crewe. I am very much amused at the idea of Curzon having carried a 
Heraldic Indian flag, considering that in 1902 he wrote an official despatch 
strongly deprecating any other flag for India than the Union Jack that I 
have described above. Nobody in this country knows that an Indian flag has 
been devised by the Heralds* College, and the more that fact is kept in the 
background, the better it will be out here. 

11. I am sending home today addresses from Aden, Calcutta Corporation 
and Madras and tlieir draft replies for submission by Crewe to the King. As 
I said iu my last letter, I am anxious to have a telegram to say whether the 
addresses are approved, as they will have to be illuminated. 

12. Pour telegram of the 2 Qth of September .—I will arrange for deputations 
of two officers and 20 men from all the regiments of which the King is Colonel- 
in-Chief to be present at Delhi, with the exception of detachments from two 
regiments that are being brought to Bombay on purpose to meet His Majesty. 

13. I have had a good deal of fuss with the military authorities regarding 
the Review at Delhi, as I have throughout insisted that it should not last more 
than 3 hours. Even when we wore to have had 90,000 troops present, they 
maintained that it would be possible for the Review to take place in about 3 
hours. After repeated discussions I now find that they want hours for a 
Review of 50,000 men, and they now admit frankly that a Review of 90,000 
would have taken 5 to 6 hours. The only suggestion to abbreviate' the 
Review that has been made is that the King should not pass down the line, 
but I and many other military people whom I have consulted consider that 
this is the part of the show that the ordinary soldier appreciates most, since 
it gives him an opportunity of having a good view of the King and Queen, 
which he does not have during the process of marching past. I enclose you 
the proposals for the Review at Delhi, from which you will see that it will 
take 3 hours and 15 minutes. The Commander-in-Chief has guaranteed to 


me that it will not last longer. Will His Majesty agree to so long a function ? 
1 enclose to you the proposed programme. There would be an interval of a 
quarter of an hour between (a) and (c) of the time table, during which His 
Majesty could dismount from his horse and have a little rest. 

14. May I suggest that, in commemoration of the King’s visit to this 
country, European and Indian schools should have an extra week of holidays at 
Christmas time ? It was, I am told, said by an Eton boy in an address to 
King Edward that the King “ possesses the Royal prerogative of commanding 
holidays ”, I think it will be greatly appreciated by all the young people, 
both English and Indian, throughout India, but it would be necessary to make 
the announcement now or in the immediate future, so as to avoid inconvenience 
to the parents. The prolongation should naturally be of the Christmas 
Holidays only. 

15. I enclose to you, for your information, a Delhi Durbar Railway Guide, 
whieh gives a lot of useful information. 

16. We have had splendid rains during the last week or two, and I am 
told that Delhi is under water. All the tents were brought down by a storm 
yesterday, during which seven inches of rain fell. I am very glad of it, as it 
will show whether any part of the camp wants more draining than has been 
undertaken. I am going to Delhi on Sunday for two days, in order to decide a 
variety of questions which I cannot very well settle from here. 

17. I have Bikaner and Scindia staying with me at present. As far as I 
can gather from Scindia, his marriage with the Gaekwar’s daughter will take 
place towards the end of January. The Gaekwar is, I understand, making 
himself thoroughly disagreeable to Scindia.

8. Pages. Your paragraph 3.—I have wired that the names of the pa-es

in India. I will see the head people in London and arrange with them about 
any special information of current events. 

8. Letters and Telegrams in India. —Can you kindly arrange for the 
King and Queen and Secretaries to send telegrams in India free of charge in 
the same way as is done in England ? We have all our letters here franked 
with an office stamp.

One of the representatives selected to render collective homage for Bengal 
at Delhi, Maharaja Sir Prodyat Kumar Tagore, has now informed me that he 
will be unable to attend. Your Excellency is probably aware that the 
Maharaja is charged with much of the executive business of the Royal Recep¬ 
tion Committee in Calcutta, particularly the preparation and arrangement of 
the Pageant processions. He states that, as all the principal members of the 
Committee will be at Delhi, it is absolutely impossible for him to absent 
himself from Calcutta during December. I believe the Maharaja’s reasons 
are perfectly valid, and dictated solely by his desire to make the reception in 
Calcutta a thorough success, and that it is in fact a severe disappointment to 
him to be unable to take his proper place at Delhi; I trust therefore that 
Your Excellency will excuse his attendance. 

As a substitute, I would propose Khan Bahadur Maulvi Seraj-ul-Islam. 
Mahommedan interests are not very strongly represented in our proposals, 
and there is no Mahommedan from Calcutta. Khan Bahadur Maulvi 
Seraj-ul-Islam is a recognised leader of the community; he was twice an eleoted 
Member of the Legislative Council under the old regime and enjoys general 
respect. 

In my letter of the 6th September I informed Your Excellency that a 
difficulty had arisen as to Mr. R. N. Mookerjee, the Sheriff, absenting himself 





from Calcutta. This has been referred to the Home Department of the 
Government of India, and it has been decided that no objection need be taken 
to his going to Delhi—a satisfactory solution.

Chamberlain that Judges of Chief Courts in India having no Charters should 
be classed with Colonial Judges for purpose of ceremonial dress. I assume 
therefore that Indian Judges on page 61, Dress Worn at Court, 1908, means 
Chief Court Judges only. No definite pronouncement appears to have been 
made as regards Judges of Chartered High Courts in India, but I assume 
they should be classed with Judges of High Court in England—see same page, 
same book. I have issued instructions accordingly to High and Chief Court 
Judges, giving details from pages 58 to 61, Dress Worn at Court, and should be 




glad to be informed authoritatively whether this is correct as early as possible. 
A copy of my instructions was forwarded demi-officially by Foreign Depart¬ 
ment to India Office by mail of 14th September. Question 2.—At the Durbar 
of 1903 both High and Chief Court Judges wore their scarlet silk sessions 
robes instead of black. These are not the same as robes worn on State 
occasions by Chancery and King’s Bench Judges—see page 129, Dress Worn 
at Court. Some Judges desire to wear their sessions robes instead of black 
damask gown at King’s Durbar. I desire to be informed as early as possible 
whether the instructions already issued should stand, or whether the wearing of 
scarlet robes would be in order for special State occasions, and, in the latter 
case, of what description the scarlet robes should be for Judges of High and 
Chief Courts respectively. 

Please send India Office copies of this message and your reply thereto, and 
ask that Office to communicate both to all Judges now in England.

I am writing home to ask whether Their Majesties would give their 
patronage to the Exhibition of Old Bombay that you are to open on the 29th 
of November. I think there is very little doubt, but that it will he given. 

I hear from England that the King would like luncheon at Government 
House at 1-30 on Sunday, the 3rd of December, and Service in the Cathedral at 
Bombay at 5 P. M. Will you please tell the Bishop that the Service is not to 
exceed an hour in length and ask him to he so good as to submit, as soon as 
possible, the hymns for the occasion ? I may mention that the King is rather 
particular about hymns as to what he likes. I think that the King will 
return on boardship before the Service. 

I am off to Delhi tomorrow in order to spend the day there on Monday 
with a view to settling numerous details that cannot be settled from here. I 
return on Tuesday, and my two sons reach Bombay on Friday next on their 
way up here. On the 13th I start for Hyderabad.

Many thanks for your letter of the 14th. 

2. Barograph 1.—-I do not want to have anything to do with any Famine 
Trusts at present. There is no famine anywhere, and I do not think it likely 




at all that there will be one. I have just returned from Delhi, which was one 
of the districts supposed to have been hard hit by the drought. I noticed that 
all the cattle were looking extremely well. There may be a scarcity of fodder, 
hut that is all. Crewe sent me a telegram about a proposed Famine Fund to 
which the King would be the first subscriber of £1,000. Apart from the fact 
that there is no necessity for such a Fund at present, 1 do not think that 
subscriptions of £1,000 from the King, although the amount is extremely 
generous from the English point of view, would be at all politic in this country, 
where Ruling Chiefs give lakhs without hesitation. Jaipur gave 20 lakhs to 
the Famine Fund that he was the first to establish, while Gwalior gave 
£2,000 the other day to a hospital in which my wife is interested, and Patiala 
the same. These Ruling Chiefs think nothing of giving thousands. A 
Famine Trust implies the existence of famine, and there is none. 

3. Paragraph 3.—I do not know what Archers or Gentlemen-at-Arms 
will be at Delhi, but I will enquire. The only one I know is Mar and Kellie, 
and, much as I like him, I do not think that he will be very decorative. 

4. Paragraph 4.—I have sent home already a reply to the address on the 
Ridge. I also came to the conclusion that the King should give a written 
reply. 

5. Paragraph 6.—The Durbar Medals will certainly be ready by the 
Durbar. Of course the King will be able to give medals to those he wishes. 

6. I enclose to you three lists of guests who might be invited to dine 
with Their Majesties at the three dinners at Delhi. A is the State Dinner, 
to which all the biggest officials will be invited; B and O are lists for the 
two smaller dinners. D is a list of people who might he asked in the 
event of some of those in A, B and C failing. I have drawn up these lists 
with great trouble and care, and I hope that they may commend themselves 
to Bis Majesty. The best course would in reality be for you to send General 
Grimston the cards of invitation, and for General Grimston fo issue the 
invitations as soon as possible. I would of course help him in any way I could. 

7. Sir George Clarke has asked if the King would give his patronage to 
an Exhibition of “Old Bombay”, which I gather will be held in the place 
where the King will receive the school children. I venture to recommend 
that His Majesty may give his patronage to this Exhibition.

4. Paragraph 9.—It is interesting and rather amusing to see how the 
Chiefs and Rajas cover their crests with crowns. 

The Department of the Foreign Office which you propose to create will 
be fully occupied in getting rid of these unauthorised augmentations. 

5. Your paragraph 11.—It is a great relief to hear that you think there 
will be no famine in India. 

Even though the drought and famine scare are over, there are a good many 
people who say the King should not go to India while international and 
internal politics are so unsettled. We must hope for the best, and that the 
European situation will become calmer during the next month. 

6. What a tremendous undertaking it must have been to destroy 90,000 
rats in one month ! 

7. Your paragraph 12.—We were much amused at the Ruling Chief who 
proposed to have his carriage drawn by eight horses. 

8. Your paragraph 13.—It would certainly complicate matters if the 
Maharaja of Nepal died, even though he is a nonentity, as an unscrupulous 
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press would not hesitate to make capital out of the King visiting a State, 
which in the minds of the ignorant should be in mourning for its head. 

9. Your paragraph 14.—John takes a draft to India, leaving on the 11th, 
and I hope he may be able to join your Staff as you so kindly suggest. 

10. What do you propose to. do about the press in Nepal ? The King 
wishes the visit to be private, and not to have all his doings chronicled daily. 
Can you prevent this ?

Suggested Programme for Their Imperial Majesties’ Visit to the Children’s Entertainment on 

the 4ifr December 1911. 

1. The F£te will be held inside the grounds of the Old Bombay Exhibition, which will be 
specially enlarged for the occasion, so as to enclose the space up to the Bombay Gymkhana 
(vide plan attached). 

2„ Their Imperial Majesties will land at the Apollo Bunder at 9-30 a. m. (I imagine that 
this is as early as will suit Their Majesties. It will be difficult to get the children in their 
places before that hour.) 

3. Their Imperial Majesties will drive by Apollo Bunder Road, Mayo Road and 
Esplanade Road, to a special entrance of the Old Bombay Exhibition. (This will be in Mayo 
Road, near the ordinary entrance of the Bombay Gymkhana —vide plan attached.) 

4. Their Imperial Majesties will be met by the Chairman (Sir Basil Scott), the Vice- 
Chairman (Sir P. M. Mehta) and tne Secretaries (who number 13) of the Royal Visit Fund 
Committee, under whose auspices the entertainment is held, and by the Chairman (Mr. 
Shapurji B. Broacha) and a portion of the Committee of the Old Bombay Exhibition. These 
should not number more than eight, so that the total number of gentlemen receiving Their 
Majesties will not be more than about 20. [It will not be necessary to present all these 
gentlemen. It will be sufficient if the Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the Royal Visit Fund 
Committee and the Chairman and the General Secretary (Mr, J. S. Wardlaw Milne) of the 
Exhibition Committee are presented.]

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5. Their Imperial Majesties will be conducted to a special dais built for them in front of 
the Bombay Gymkhana Building (vide plan attached). 

6. The Royal suite and His Excellency the Governor of Bombay, with his suite, will be 
accommodated on a special platform, (It is presumed that the Royal suite will not exceed 
about 20, and that His Excellency's party will not be more than about 10. It is not proposed 
to invite other guests except Members of Council, but it may be possible to make arrangements 
with the Gymkhana Committee for the accommodation in the verandah of their building of a 
certain number of visitors. Arrangements will be made for the Press.) 

7. It is proposed to have a Guard of Honour of Cadets of the Bom hay Volunteer Rifles 
belonging to schools attending the entertainment, inside the arena ju-t below the Royal Dais. 
(It is presumed that there will be an ordinary Guard of Honour at the entrance gate, on'side 
the Exhibition. These could be marched round to the Exit Gate for Their Imperial Majesties' 
departure. European soldiers, with side arms only, will also be required inside to keep the 
way for I heir Majesties' carriage, and to prevent any rush of children.) 

8. The Children, who are expected to number about 26,000, will be arranged in a semi¬ 
circle in the stadium facing the pavilion. 

9. In the interior open space of this semi-circle will be arranged selected bands of 
children belonging to European, Guzarathi, Maratbi and Urdu schools, who will sing in 
succession two verses each of the National Anthem in the respective languages of their 
schools. The number of the children singing will be 500 in the case of the European schools, 
and 200 in the*case of each of the other classes of schools, the numbers in the latter being 
limited by difficulties of training the children. 

10. After the singing of the National Anthem a “ Gurbi v (rhythmical song and dance) 
will be performed by about 50 Guzarathi-speaking girls. 

\ i • 

11. It is not proposed to have any further performance on the part of the children, as it 
is intended to make the programme as short as possible to save Their Imperial Majesties 
fatigue. It is proposed that Their Imperial Majesties should then descend from the dais and 
enter their carriage (which will have been brought to the side of the dais), and then drive 
through the midst of the children into the Exhibition proper and round tne Bandstand into 
the “ Old Bombay " exhibit. * Should Their Imperial Majesties be pleased to do so, a stop 
might be made at the Loan Exhibit, where a few of the exhibits, which are expected to be 
very interesting, may be seen. In the Old Bombay portion, a very brief stop might be made 
at the building, in which the model of the Seven Islands of Bombay, and various old plaas and 
maps are housed. Ihe Committee of the Old Bombay Exhibition are anxious to present to 
Their Imperial Majesties a small replica in silver ol the model above-mentioned of the Seven 
Islands as a souvenir of the Exhibition. Orders may kindly be obtained whether this will be 
permitted. 

12. Their Imperial Majesties will then leave by the Main Gate opposite Victoria 
Terminus, and will return by Waudby Road to the Queen's Statue, and thence by the route 
already traversed to the Apollo Bunder. 

1-3. The above programme will take less than an hour to carry out. 

14. The children will remain in their places till Their Imperial Majesties have left the 
Exhibition. They will then be admitted to the Exhibition, and will be presented with 
souvenir cups, sweets, &c. i hey will then be allowed the use of the side-shows of the 
Exhibition till they are collected for departure.

No. 7755-D. Tour telegram 6th communicating copy of Secretary of 
State’s telegram regarding Sir Henry Lunn’s question. The Durbar Committee 
strongly resent the insinuation contained in that question that they -would be 
capable of endeavouring to place obstacles in the way of the supply of electric 
light and water to his camp, and deeply regret that the Secretary of State 
should have thought fit to transmit by telegram a question which reflects on 
their honour as well as their business capacity. They look to His Excellency 
to protect them from such attacks. On the merits. His Excellency will be 
aware that the Committee have no control over the disposal of the Municipal 
water-supply to the east of the Ridge, where Lunn’s Camp will be, and the 
supply of electric power by the Committee has been made from public funds 
for the purpose of the Government camps and those of the Ruling Chiefs. 
The Committee have not sufficient power to meet the requirements of some 
of the Ruling Chiefs for decorative purposes, so that, even if Lunn bad asked 
them to supply him with electric light, they would have been compelled to 
refuse. President had an interview yesterday evening with Lunn’s representa¬ 
tive, and found that he had no desire to he supplied with either electric light 
or water by the Committee. He had made his arrangements with Electric 
Supply Company for electric light and with Municipal Committee for water, 
and was perfectly satisfied and happy.

My dear Lord Hardinge, 

The redecoration of the ceiling of the Diwan-i-Khas, including that of the 
verandah, will cost Es. 3,300. Neither the Punjab Government nor the 
Archaeological Department can find the money. The work is, as Your 
Excellency saw, absolutely necessary, and I have directed it to be completed. 
It is not a fair charge against Durbar Funds, and should be met by an addi¬ 
tional grant from Imperial Funds to the Archaeological budget. Your 
Excellency was kind enough to say that you would arrange this. 
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You will remember the approach from the Lahore Gate of the Fort to the 
Naubatlchana through which entry is obtained to the Diwan-i-Am. The 
road passes through the arcade called the Chauk. It has shops on the ground- 
floor, and servants’ quarters above. The arches of the upper-floor have been 
bricked in. These will be opened out; the walls of the building will be 
coloured, and everything cleared up, the shop-keepers and servants being turned 
out during the Durbar. I think that they should not be allowed to return in 
the interests of the proper preservation of the Fort, but this will (i) involve the 
military authorities in the expense of providing new servants’ quarters; 
( ii ) lead to the loss of the Fort fund, the rent of the shops expended now on 
amenities for the soldiers. The cost, Rs. 910, is fairly debitable to the military 
budget if the servants and shop-keepers are to go back; but, if not, it seems a 
proper charge against the Archaeological Department to be met by a special 
grant. I hope to show this to you when you come to Delhi on 21st. The work 
is meantime going on.

Everything here is going on well, and the evil effects of the heavy rain 
have practically disappeared, while the gardens are daily making themselves 
more apparent. It is hotter than it ought to be and than it was when you 
were here.

In reply to your letter of the 21st September— 

Paragraph 3.—The King is very sorry, but he must have his two Equerries 
to ride with him into the arena, and there dismount and stand beside the door 
of the carriage in the usual way. Similarly, when Their Majesties leave the 
arena, the Equerries’ horses will be laid in with the carriage, and they will 
mount after the King and Queen have taken their seats in the carriage. I 
really do not think this will spoil the effect of the general scene. 

2. Paragraph 4s. —The King approves of your suggestion to give up the 
idea of “ God save the King-Emperor, God save the Queen-Empress ” being 
said by the Heralds and repeated by the spectators. The troops and spectators 
can cheer as previously suggested. 

3. Paragraph 6.—Your suggestion approved. 

4. Paragraph 7.—The Queen is delighted that rain has fallen, and that 
she will now be able to go to Ajmer. 

5. Paragraph 8.—The King thinks it most satisfactory that the money 
required for the All-India Memorial has been subscribed. 

6. Paragraph 11.—I quite agree; it would never do for the King to ride a 
borrowed horse ; and if it is decided that he should ride one of Pertab’s horses, 
we must buy and resell it. 

7. We will communicate with you as soon as possible about your recom¬ 
mendations for honours, but we are waiting to get a copy of the list that you 
have sent to Crewe; this has just come to hand. 

8. People here continue to say that the King should not go to India. I 
have no patience with them or with the reasons which they give for this opinion. 
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Of course, if a European war was to break out, that would be quite another 
thing, and then His Majesty would be unable to leave the country. But I do 
not believe that that misfortune is going to befall Europe.

Many thanks for your letter of the 21st September. 

2. Your paragraph 3.—I have told Sir George Clarke what will be expected 
of him, and I am sending him a list of the guests whose names have been 
submitted to the King. 

3. Your paragraph 4.—As the King is giving his Honorary A.-D.-C.s’a 
handsome present, it is quite unnecessary to give them a decoration as well. 
In fact, I think it would be resented by others unless there was some special 
reason for so doing. As it is, Bikaner is to get a G. 0. S. I. and Gwalior two 
guns extra to his salute. 

4 . We are much hampered by the doubt that has been thrown upon the 
use of the title Imperial Majesty, as circulars and instructions have been sent 
in every direction enjoining the use of the word “ Imperial ”. I never was 
quite sure that this was right from a technical point of view, but I did not 
venture to offer an opinion. It always struck me that the title should have 
been “ Royal and Imperial Majesty” in the same way as the Emperor of Austria 
is “ Imperial and Royal Majesty ”. I thought, however, of course you would 
know better than anybody else. 1 trust that you will settle this question 
without delay, and that I shall also hear by telegraph that the addresses have 
been approved, since it will take some time to get them illuminated. 

5 . I hear that the specialist has arrived in Nepal, but that the Nepalese 
Durbar still object to his operating on the Maharaja until he has experimented 
upon some similiar case in hospital there. At the same time the Prime 
Minister of Nepal strongly urges that under no circumstances should the 
King's visit be put off, and that, even if the Maharaja was to die, the mourn¬ 
ing should he postponed. It is an awfully difficult question to advise upon, 
but I only trust that the Maharaja may not be so inconsiderate as to 
expire before His Majesty goes to Nepal. 

6 . I enclose to you draft programmes for the arrival at Calcutta of Their 
Majesties and for the departure therefrom. I should explain that it is my 
intention, after making the necessary presentations at Prinsep’s Gh&t, to motor 
by a short cut to Government House so as to be ready to receive Their 
Majesties at the foot of the steps. Please let me hear by telegraph if they are 
approved.

Gracious Majesty the King-Emperor had to change the date of his Coronation 
Durbar on that account, fell in the Christmas holidays when our educational 
and political conferences are generally held. 

We also took care to fix 13th, 14th, 15th and 16th December for our 
meetings, which were to be held only in the morning, so as not to interfere with 
any functions connected with the Durbar, and also to exclude all resolutions 
of a controversial character from our programme. Although our arrangements 
are now practically complete and the postponement of our meetings will 
now mean to give them up altogether this year, yet if His Excellency be really 
of the opinion attributed to him, we will have no hesitation in complying with 
His Excellency’s wishes, no matter to what loss or inconvenience we may be 
subjected thereby. It may be added that the provisions in the Durbar Police 
Act recently passed by the Punjab Legislative Council against holding 
meetings that are likely to lead to a breach of the peace do not apply to 
meetings held under the auspices of associations of recognised standing, as is 
clearly evident from the Hon’ble Mr. Eenton’s speech on the subject.

In view of his status and services, I consider 
that he should be placed on the same level as Chiefs such as Kholapur, Jaipur 
&c., who enjoy personal salutes of 21 guns. ’ 

R.—His Highness the Rana of Barwani. Permanent salute is 9 guns. 
Present Chief is an enlightened and capable Ruler, and the honour is fully 
deserved. In size and amount of revenue, Chiefship compares favourably with 
many Chiefships now entitled to salutes of 11 guns. 

G .~His Highness the Sultan of Shehr and Mokalla. Permanent salute 
is 9 guns. It is rendered desirable by political considerations that His Highness 
should be placed in the same position as Sultan of Lahej, who has a salute of 
11 guns, two of which are personal. 

D .—Pant Sachiv of Bhor. Personal salute 9 guns. This Chief has co- 
operated cordially with Government in large irrigation project which affects 
his territory. He is an efficient, administrator, thoroughly loyal, and has "iven 
much encouragement to medical institutions and education. 

In addition I recommend personal salutes of 19 and 9 guns respect¬ 
ively to Prime Minister, Nepal, and to the Chief of Ranker. Administration 
of Ranker State is excellent. For the great assistance rendered in the sup¬ 
pression of the rebellion of 1910 in the Bastar State, the Chief received the 
thanks of the Government. The honour recommended would be a fitting 
reward for his good services and loyalty. 

Sir Chandra Shamsher, as Prime Minister, Nepal, receives when in British 
India, ex-officio , salute of 19 guns. He is already G. C. S. I. and G. C. B., 
but in view of the part he is taking in entertaining His Majesty the Kirsg- 
Emperor during shoot in Nepal, I recommend that he be given, durinjr his 
lifetime, a salute of 19 guns.

My dear Stamfordham, 

Many thanks for your letter of the 28th September, received in the train 
this morning on my way to Hyderabad. 

2. 'throughout all the country I have so far passed on my way from 
Simla, throughout Cental India and the Central Provinces, the crops are 
simply magnificent, and the whole country, figuratively speaking, is like a 
land flowing with milk and honey. So much for the alleged famine and 
scarcity of fodder. I may mention that I hear on the best authority that the 
area likely to be sown this autumn in the two Bengals, the United Provinces 
and the Central Provinces is likely to be a record one owing to the continuance 
of the monsoon. They say that, given even fair rain in the cold weather, the 
next harvest should be a bumper one. As a matter of fact, there are only two 
or three small patches where there has been a shortage of rain. These are in 
Gujerat and in the North-West Frontier Province. 

3. Paragraph 6.—I daresay we are all wrong out here, but at all dinners 
given at Government House officers of the Army come in mess dress, and I 
wear evening clothes with a ribbon and star. It is the practice out in India, 
which I believe differs from the practice at home; and it was for that reason 
that I recommended it for the two smaller dinners at Delhi. However, the 
dress prescribed by the King will now be announced and worn. 

4i. Paragraphs 7 and 8.—I will see to these two points, and you may 
count on their being arranged satisfactorily. 

5. Paragraph 10.—The simplest course would, in my opinion, be that you 
should hand over to my Private Secretary and his office all the correspondence, 
petitions, &c., with which you arid the other Private Secretaries do not deal, 
and my Private Secretary will either deal with them himself in his office or 
distribute them to the necessary Government Departments. You need not 
even trouble to acknowledge them unless you wish to, as my Private Secretary’s 
office could do it for you if you like. 

6. Paragraph 12.—I hope that the King will not decide to inspect Tata’s 
memorial to his father in Bombay until I have consulted the Government of 
Bombay. I personally am not very much in favour of it, as I think it is 
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attaching too much importance to one of His Majesty’s Indian subjects to 
whom the memorial has been raised, not by public subscription, but by his 
own son. 

7. I enclose to you a draft programme of what is to take^ place on the 
occasion of Their Majesties’ proposed visit to the Children’s Fete in Bombay. 
There is onlv one point upon which a decision is required, i. e., whether the 
Kin" would be graciously pleased to accept a silver model of the Seven Islands 
as a°souvenir of the Exhibition of Old Bombay, which is in the same building 
a8 where the children will be. Perhaps you will very kindly send me a 
telegram containing a decision on that point. 

8. This is the last letter that I shall write to you; any other communi¬ 
cations that I may have to make in future will be by telegram. 

9. All the addresses have gone home except the address from the Delhi 
Municipality. I am sending it to Crewe by this mail, but I am unable, for 
obvious reasons, to propose at present a suitable reply for His Majesty to make 
to the address. I shall probably submit this to Crewe and you when we meet 

in Bombay. , r

My dear Viceroy, 

There is not much to tell you by this mail, as all the important questions 
in your letter of the 28th September were answered by telegram. 

Paragraph 6.—The King quite understood your views about the feeding 
of the poor taking place on the same day as the People’s Pete, and approved; 
also that the numbers should not be limited to 90,000. 

Paragraph 10.—His Majesty was ready to let the question of the Standard 
of India at the Durbar be dropped, but says it would have been impossible for 
the Union Jack with the Star of India and Tudor Crown in the centre to have 
been carried as the flag of India at the Coronation. 

Paragraph 11.—The King is carefully going into the replies to the 
addresses, and I hope to have them all settled before we leave. Approval of 
all the addresses received up to the present has been telegraphed. 

Paragraph 13.—The King makes quite light of 3£ hours for the Review, 
but Delhi will be hotter than Rawalpindi was in 1905, and I know Havelock 
Charles thinks the time you have quoted is sufficient. 

Would it be possible to have a book prepared giving a short account of 
the Indian notabilities whom the King and Queen may meet ? 1 send you a 

copy of one which was used in 1905. 

Do you propose to have a Court newsman who will communicate any 
information to the Press? We shall bring out printed copies of the King’s 
replies to addresses, and of his speech at the Durbar, which will be given "to 
the Press as soon as they have been delivered, hut it would be everything to 
have a recognised official to deal with Press matters. We shall publish a 
Court circular every day except in Nepal. 

With regard to decorations, I am afraid that it will not be possible to 
give Mackenzie, your Comptroller, a C. V. O., which ranks higher than the 
C. S. I., for which I notice your Military Secretary is recommended. As a 
rule, the C. V. O. is only given to Brigadiers and those above that rank.

I had taken the papers” to Delhi to show to you ; but as I did not find you 
there, 1 was going to write to you on my return. I mentioned to Maxwell at 
Delhi what was being done, and now send you copies of the official orders which 
have been issued in this Department. 

The first communication is to the Director-General of Telegraphs. 
Arrangements have been made for the free transmission of all foreign and 
inland telegrams from Their Imperial Majesties and their Secretaries, including 
Assistant Secretaries, the Marquess of Crewe, the Earl of Durham and 
Mr. Lucas, Private Secretary to the Marquess of Crewe, whether on public 
business or otherwise. To save any trouble arising in connection with the free 
transmission of such telegrams, it will be a great convenience if only O. H. 
M. S. telegraph forms are supplied to Their Imperial Majesties and the 
officials mentioned. This you will no doubt be able to arrange for. 

In this connection will you please refer to the Office Memorandum which 
has been sent to the Railway Board ? Railway Companies do not accept 
telegrams, whether Service or otherwise, sent from railway stations except on 
payment of cash. This, you will understand, is a reasonable arrangement, in 
ordinary circumstances to save trouble in the collection of such charges. But 
during the visit of Their Imperial Majesties, we have asked the Railway Com¬ 
panies to accept unpaid telegrams, leaving them subsequently to raise a debit 
against the Government of India if they wish to. When Their Majesties are 
travelling by rail, there will always be responsible railway officers on the train, 
and they will take care to see that no difficulty arises about the acceptance of 
such telegrams. 

As regards post office arrangements, post offices will be attached to the 
Camps of the King-Emperor and the Queen-Empress, wherever they may be. 
And arrangements are being made to have all letter^ from Their Majesties and 
their Secretaries sent unstamped. The post office will have a special mark 
impressed on the envelopes to ensure that the unstamped correspondence goes 
forward without delay. Should Their Majesties’ Secretaries he travelling apart 
from Their Majesties* Camps, we consider that the best plan will be for them 
to stamp their letters in the ordinary way, using O. H. M. S. stamps, which 
can be supplied to them. We think that this is the only way to prevent their 
correspondence being possibly hung up owing to the mistake of some sub¬ 
ordinate official of the post office. Eor instance, one of Their Majesties’ 
Secretaries might post an unstamped letter at some road-side station, and there 
would be great risk of the local postmaster surcharging the letter and of delay 
being thus caused. It is impossible in this country to guard against mistakes 
being made by low-paid subordinates, and we think'tkat much the safest course 
therefore is for Their Majesties’ Secretaries to stamp their correspondence when 
they are not in attendance on Their Majesties.

3. Paragraph 3.—A telegram was sent to you on the 24th instant about 
the Archers and Gentlemen-at-Arms. We think that, when it becomes known 
amongst the Natives that two ex-1/ iceroys, Elgin and Minto, are members 
of the Archers, the King’s Body-Guard in Scotland, it ought to impress 
them. 

4. Paragraph 4—The King sometimes even questions whether he ought 
not to read the reply to the address on the Ridge, but I venture to think that 
His Majesty should deliver no utterances until he makes his speech at the 
Durbar, and I think he now agrees. 

5. Paragraph 6.—The King approves of the dinner lists, and I have got 
your telegram explaining that no precedence i* shown among the Native 
Princes. The cards of invitation have been sent to ^Maxwell some time 
ago. 

6. Paragraph 7.—I am telegraphing to say that the King will give his 
patronage to the Exhibition of Old Bombay. 

7. I have telegraphed to you today, after having had an interview with 
Sir Thomas Brock. He seems very much concerned about King Edward’s 
Statue, and especially with regard to the pedestal, and implied that he had 
been rather rushed over it. He says that of course the pedestal is an 
important part of the whole; and if it is wrong, nothing will make the statue 
right. His hope therefore is that, if there should not be time to construct the 
pedestal according to his drawings, ready for the ceremony in January, a 
temporary erection might be made in order to receive the tablet and the 
inscription, even if its position had ultimately to be changed. I am naturally 
ignorant about what has been done, but Brock seemed so disturbed that I 
thought it better to let you know.

Mr. Montagu made a nice mess of his reply on the subject of the abolition 
of the post of Inspector-General of Archaeology. Of course if the post were 
abolished, the work would be done by the Provincial officers, some of whom 
are quite as highly qualified as Marshall. I wonder what would be said if it 
were proposed to have an Inspector-General for all Europe. People have no 
proper conception of the bigness of India.

My dear Lord Harding e, 

With reference to the private telegram of 15th October from Lord Crewe 
about the dissatisfaction which the Press are said to be expressing about our 
arrangements, I enclose a note for Your Excellency’s information. 

The estimated expenditure on the Press Camp in 2J- lakhs, of which we 
hope to recover 2 lakhs. 

I went over the camp with Mr. Chirol, who was pleased with everything 
there. All he suggested was that our arrangements for conveyances was 
inadequate. Last time each Press representative of a leading English paper 
had a landau and a tonga to himself. Apprehension was, I understand, felt at 
home lest 3 or 4 representatives of European newspapers should have to 
occupy one tonga. Mr. Chirol’s idea was that, in the case of newspapers which 
have to telegraph, a seat in a motor and a separate tonga would be adequate 
provision. Many of the Indian journalists will do nothing in the way of 
expeditious journalism, and are really coming to see the Durbar at the expense 
of Government. I fancy that the trouble has been rather stirred up by 
Mr. Buck. He wanted to get two motors, and to accommodate in them himself 
and his assistant (Reuter’s 2 men), their 2 wives, and Mr. Kesteven, who, 
though I believe a Member of Your Excellency’s Council, is to appear in the 
Press Camp as the representative of the Press Association. Mr. Buck wrote a 
distinctly insolent letter to Mr. Hailey, and the Committee came to the 
opinion that he probably wanted one car for the use of the ladies of the party. 
The scale of conveyances has now been revised so as to accord with Mr. Chirol’s 
suggestions. I would deprecate any communique to the Press at the present 
juncture. We do not wish to suggest that our arrangements were inadequate. 
Messrs. Eraser and Griggof the Times and Mr. Landonofthe Daily Telegraphs 
will be here in a few days. I will show them over the camp before they take 
up their residence in it on 15th November. If they have any suggestions 
to make, I will pay attention to them; and if they are satisfied, they will no 
doubt mention our arrangements in cables to their respective papers.

Phe Press Camp has an excellent site in the neighbourhood of His Majesty *s Camp and 
the Government of India Camp. Jt immediately adjoins the Telegraph Camp and is connected 
with the Head Telegraph Office by a private road. 

2. The tents have been specially purchased for the occasion and are of the most comfort* 
able type. The furniture of the reception tents has been provided by the Army and Navy 
Stores, and a liberal grant has been made for their decoration ; electrict light is fully supplied to 
all tents; the furniture of the living tents has been carefully inspected by the President of 
the Committee and pronounced satisfactory. 

3. The catering is in the hands of the same contractor a a on the last occasion. He holds 
a certificate showing that he then gave full satisfaction.

6 . The scale of conveyances has been very carefully revised. It is proposed to place 57 
tongas and 17 motor cars and one motor omnibus at the disposal of the camp officer. Accord-

Mr dear Lord Hardinge, 

I regret that a mistake has been made as to the time it will take for the 
movement at a trot of Their Majesties* carriage and escort from the King's 
Camp to the site of the King Edward Memorial. On 9th October the 
Honorary Secretary wired, asking Mr. Gabriel to give the timing of the 
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procession. Mr. Gabriel, after consulting me, replied that be bad no means of 
making an estimate, but that probably the Adjutant-General’s Office could 
give one. I received in reply a telegram that Your Excellency wished me to 
provide information on the subject. I thereupon asked General Cox to depute 
a young military officer to trot over the route, and he reported it to take 25 
minutes at a slow trot. In discussing the matter the other day, an officer of 
the Adjutant-General’s Department expressed his doubts as to this timing, and 
the military authorities then arranged for a squadron of the 1st Bengal Lancers 
to be sent over the route. At 7 miles an hour (the rate which Lieutenant- 
Colonel Cole recommends), the time taken is 40 minutes. In the programme 
issued the start is fixed at 3-5, in order to make the arrival 3-30. I very much 
regret the mistake; the timing of a military escort is a matter of which I am 
quite ignorant, and I had hoped that there could be no mistake if an officer 
was sent over the ground at a trot to estimate it.

The Chief Justice 
ranks before any Member of the Legislative Council who will be in the group, 
and the judiciary are not represented in the Council. 

Knowing how prone the judiciary are to take offence, and as they will be , 
present officially in their robes, I would suggest that the Chief Justice should 
be on the right of the Legislative Council block with the four Puisne Judges, 
one behind the other, in the four rows immediately behind him. 

I was very glad to see that you had got two tigers; this is very good at 
this time of year. 

The official report of rain at Delhi last Priday was 29 cents. That was 
what fell east of the Ridge, but the storm, which was cyclonic in character, came

My deae Viceroy, 

This is the last letter that I will have to trouble you with, and it is pleasant 
to think that next business will be carried on viva voce. 

2. Your letter 11th October, paragraph 3.—The King will give presents to 
all his Honorary Aides-de-Camp. 

3. Paragraph 5.—The King quite realises how difficult the situation will 
he if the Maharaja of Nepal dies. We have consulted Crewe, who infers from 
what you say that you are prepared to act on the Prime Minister of Nepal’s 
urgent recommendation that in no circumstances should the King’s shoot be put 
off, and with this Crewe perfectly agrees. He also thinks that the position of 
affairs could he made clear beyond the possibility of criticism or cavil, both at 
home and in India, by an official explanation in the Press of the strictly 
informal nature of the visit and of tho unfamiliar dynastic arrangements of 
Nepal which render the Prime Minister Maharaja, the real ruler of the country, 
and reduce the position of the titular Maharaja to relatively small proportions. 

4. As we have already telegraphed, the King approves of the draft pro¬ 
grammes, but His Majesty will read the answer to the address from the 
Calcutta Corporation. We have settled all the replies except that to the 
address on arrival at Bombay. The King will no doubt approve of it on his 
return from Sandringham on Monday. 

5. There is a very general opinion among those who know India well, that, 
if it were possible, the people of India should feel that at all events some of the 
boons should appear to be the direct gift of the King. Lamington, for instance, 
who had the experience of his Governorship of Bombay, says—“ On any special 
occasion of rejoicing an Indian potentate invariably gives some boon to his 
people. This cannot he gainsaid, and two or three Indians have spoken to me 
on the subject.” As he says, the custom is so well known and recognised that 
it is a platitude to mention it. It was not followed at the time of the Boyal 
visit six years ago, and he says there were many criticisms on the subject in the 
Native Press, and “it is to be feared that seditious agitators may not be slow to 
make capital out of any omission now of this time-honoured customs”. I have 
spoken to Crewe, but he seems to think that the King cannot assume the 
position and the powers of the great Moghul, but in all respects, even in India, 
must be the Constitutional Sovereign. Also, as he says, if the masses in India 
really believe that it is the King-Emperor who remits taxation, they will, on 
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the other hand, attribute to the same authority the imposition of fresh taxes. 
But we shall be able to discuss this at Bombay.

Begins. To all to whom these presents may come— 

By the command of His Most Excellent Majesty George the Fifth, by 
the Grace of God, King of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and of the British Dominions beyond the Seas, Defender of the Faith, Emperor 
of India, I his Governor-General do hereby declare and notify the grants, 
concessions, reliefs and benefactions, which His Imperial Majesty has been 
graciously pleased to bestow upon this glorious and memorable occasion. 

Humbly and dutifully submissive to His Most Gracious Majesty’s will 
and pleasure the Government of India have resolved, with the approval of His 
Imperial Majesty’s Secretary of State, to acknowledge the predominant claims 
of educational advancement on the resources of the Indian Empire, and have 
decided, in recognition of a very commendable demand, to set themselves to 
making education in India as accessible and wide as possible. With this 
purpose they propose at once to devote 50 lakhs to the promotion of truly 
popular education, and it is the firm intention of Government to add to the 
grant now announced further grants in future years on a generous scale ; 

Graciously recognising the signal and faithful services of his forces by 
land and sea, the King-Emperor has charged me to announce the award of half 
a month’s pay of rank to all non-commissioned officers and men and reservists 
of his British Army in India and his Indian Army, respectively, to the 
equivalent ranks of the Royal Indian Marine, and to all permanent employes 
of departmental or non-combatant establishments paid from the military 
estimates, whose pay may not exceed the sum of fifty rupees monthly ; 

Furthermore, His Imperial Majesty has been graciously pleased to ordain 
that from henceforth the loyal Native officers, men and reservists of his Indian 
Army shall be eligible for the grant of the Victoria Cross for valour; 

That membership of the Order of British India shall be increased during 
the decade following this His Imperial Majesty’s Coronation Durbar by fifty- 
two appointments in the first class and by one hundred appointments in the 
second class, and that, in mark of these historic ceremonies, fifteen new appoint¬ 
ments in the first class and nineteen new appointments in the second class shall 
forthwith be made; 

That from henceforth Indian officers of the Frontier Militia Corps and the 
Military Police shall be deemed eligible for admission to the aforesaid Order; 
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That special grants of land, or assignments, or remissions of land revenue, 
as the case may be, shall now be conferred on certain Native officers of His 
Imperial Majesty’s Indian Army who may he distinguished for long and 
honourable service ; 

And that the special allowances now assigned for three years only to the 
widows of deceased members of the Indian Order of Merit shall, with effect 
from the date of this Durbar, hereafter be continued to all such widows until 
death or remarriage. 

Graciously appreciating the dovoted and successful labours of his civil 
Services, His Imperial Majesty has commanded me ,to declare the grant of half 
a month’s pay to all permanent servants in the civil employ of Government 
whose pay may not exceed the sum of fifty rupees monthly. 

Further, it is His Imperial Majesty’s gracious behest that all persons to 
whom may have been, or hereafter may be, granted the titles of Dewan 
Bahadur, Sardar Bahadur, Khan Bahadur, Bai Bahadur, Rao Bahadur, Khan 
Sahib, Rai Sahib, or Rao Sahib, shall receive distinctive badges as a symbol 
of respect and honour; and that on all holders present or to come of the 
venerable titles of Mahamahopadyaya and Shams-ul-IJlama shall be conferred 
some annual pension for the good report of the ancient learning of India. 

Moreover, in commemoration of this Durbar and as a reward for conspi¬ 
cuous public service, certain grants of land, free of revenue, tenable for the life 
of the grantee, or in the discretion of the Local Administration for one further 
life, shall be bestowed or restored in the North-Western Frontier Province and 
in Baluchistan. 

In his gracious solicitude for the welfare of his loyal Indian Princes, His 
Imperial Majesty has commanded me to proclaim that from henceforth no 
nazarana payments shall be made upon succession to their States. And sundry 
debts, owing to the Government by the non-jurisdictional estates in Kathiawar 
and Gujerat and also by the Bhumia Chiefs of Mewar, will be cancelled and 
remitted in whole or in part under the orders of the Government of India. 

In token of his appreciation of the Imperial Service Troops, certain 
supernumerary appointments in the Order of British India will be made. 

In the exercise of His Royal and Imperial clemency and compassion, His 
Most Excellent Majesty has been graciously pleased to ordain that certain 
prisoners, now suffering the penalty of the law for crimes and misdemeanours 
shall be released from imprisonment, and that all those civil debtors now in 
prison, whose debts may be small and due not to fraud, but to real proverty, 
shall be discharged, and that their debts shall be paid. 

The persons by whom and the terms and conditions on which these grants, 
concessions, reliefs and benefactions shall be enjoyed will be hereafter declared. 

God save the King-Emperor. End of announcement.

Mr rear Earle, 

I have recently been travelling a good deal and seeing a number of officials of various 
departments in connection with the precautionary arrangements for the safety of the Royal 
visit. 1 now wish to make a special representation to the Government of India on a point 
which, in my opinion, deserves serious consideration. The Royal train will consist of a number 
of long and heavy bogie carriages, and I am informed that the stiain ou the rails caused by 
such carriages is considerably greater than in the case of smaller carriages. It is therefore 
necessary that the track over which the Royal trains travel should be in really good order. I 
have heard intelligent persons express their suspicions that some of the derailments which have 
occurred in the last year or two have been really due to the defective track, and not to the act 
of train-wreckers. I am not in a position to give you a detailed analysis of all the derailments 
that have occurred in the past year or two, but I have been told that generally in such cases 
the engine and tender have not been derailed, while carriages coming after them have been, 
and that this fact points more probably to a defective track unsettled by the earlier part of 
the train than to a more serious fault in the line which would affect the engine directly it 
touched it. 

&. We are taking precautions for guarding the line from train-wreckers during the Royal 
journeys on a gigantic scale, and we cannot afford not to assure ourselves that the track over 
which Royal train will travel is in really first class condition and thoroughly fit to stand the 
extraordinary strain of the Royal trains. 






3. Supposing for the sake of argument that a slightly defective track caused an accident 
to the Royal train, the whole Empire would at once ring with sensational news of an attempt 
to derail, while all the while it would be very simple case of a breakdown owing to the 
excessive strain on a track not in specially good order. 

4. I venture to think that it is for the Government of India to assure themselves that th® 
whole of the railway line over which the Royal trains will travel is in specially good orde r 
before Their Majesties arrive in India. 

5* If there is the least foundation for my anxiety about the state of the railway lines, it 
seems desirable that the pilot engine which will precede the Royal train should have attached 
to it at least two long heavy bogie carriages, “ in order that the test of the line by that 
engine " may be really satisfactory. I make this suggestion in the hope that the Home 
Department will consult the Finance “and Commerce" Departments, with a view to the issue 
of necessary orders by the Railway Board. 

6. I should be very much obliged if you would let me hear within a few days if any action 
is likely to be taken on the suggestions I have made in this letter, as otherwise I should like 
to consult local officers on the points I have raised.

If Mr. Cleveland, in order to complete the chain of responsibility, had urged that the 
Government of India should have an assurance from the Railway Board that the lines over 
which the King's train would travel were in good order, no possible objection could have been 
made to such a suggestion. 

In the opinion of the Railway Board the routes selected for the King's train to travel 
by are in the highest condition of maintenance worked to in India. With the exception 
of the part of the King's tour on the Bengal and North-Western Railway when proceeding 
to Nepal, they are routes on main lines on which* mail trains are run daily at speeds higher 
than the speed the King'* train will travel at and consisting of bogie carriages with heavier 
axle loads than on the King's train. 

In the case of the route over the Bengal and North-Western Railway, the speeds fixed 
on for the King's train have been made specially low. 

Having given the assurance which the Railway Board think they might have very rightly 
been called 5 on to give, they feel obliged to put in a protest against Mr. Cleveland's panic- 
stricken letter which is based on a most complete misstatement of facts. 

The King's train is not a new train, specially built for the King and consisting of bogie 
carriages of unusual length and weight. It is a train which was built six years ago for the 
King's use when he was Prince of Wales. It was used throughout for the Prince's Indian 
tour and has been in regular use since as the Viceroy's train. 

The length of the carriage is the standard length permissible on Indian railways, and to 
which many carriages have been built and are in use. The train the V iceroy is now using 
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temporarily is made up of carriages bought for the use of the public, all of them being the 
same length and weight as the carriages on the King’s train. As regards weight, the King’s 
train being carried on six axles gives a weight per axle on the road of a little over 7 tons only, 
whereas the public carriages of the same length and weight being carried on 4 axles give an 
axle weight on the road of over 10 tons. 

So far, therefore, for the King’s train causing an extraordinary strain on the road, it 
actually causes less strain than the ordinary mail trains. 

Further when it is recollected that the locomotives hauling mail trains have axle loads of 
17 to 18 tons, it is absurd to state that carriage axle loads of 7 tons will bring an extraordinary 
strain on the permanent-way. 

With regard to the opening remarks in Mr. Cleveland’s letter regarding the opinion of 
intelligent persons that some of the derailments which have occurred in the last year or two 
been really due to the defective track and not to the act of train-wreckers. This is not the 
time to go into this question. Virtually it is a charge that Railway Administrations deli¬ 
berately endeavour to conceal the true cause of accidents, and the Railway Board must ask that 
Mr. Cleveland be called on, after the Durbar is over, to substantiate this charge or withdraw it. 

It conclusion, the Railway Board most strongly urge that Mr. Cleveland be restrainep 
from making the enquiries he proposes to do in paragraph 6, unless the Government of India 
are desirous of raising a scare in the papers that the railways in India are not fit for the King 
to travel over.' 

The whole of Mr. Cleveland’s letter is so hysterical, finishing as it does with a request 
that two departments who have nothing to do with such railway matters should issue orders 
to the Railway Board that it seems very necessary that action should be taken to prevent a 
very unnecessary panio being created.

My dear Loud Hardinge, 

I am sorry to trouble you with a matter which I had hoped not to have to 
put before Your Excellency. You will recall the fact that you noticed the 
untidy state of Delhi city many months ago, and that I mentioned that it was 
the most untidy city that I had seen in Northern India. 

In order to improve matters, we appointed a Sub-Committee to go into the 
question of the improvement of the processional routes in the city, civil lines 
and cantonments. The Deputy Commissioner then asked us to leave it to the 
Municipal Committee, presided over by himself, so far as the city was con¬ 
cerned, and we agreed, but said that we must inspect the proposed arrange¬ 
ments. This Sir H. McMahon, General Cox and I have done this morning, 
and we have found things very backward. 

Mr. Barron, the Deputy Commissioner, says that the people will do what 
is wanted, and that they have not done more hitherto from apprehensions of 
rain. We asoribe the delay more to the failure of the Deputy Commissioner to 
inspire them with the idea that, if anything is to be done/it is to be done 
quickly. The Committee have in many other matters found themselves ham¬ 
pered by the failure of the local authorities to push on arrangements of different 
kinds, but I have refrained from saying anything about it, because I did not 
wish to come into another Province and pose as a critic of its management. 
We despair now of getting things done in time unless some one in direct 
authority over the Deputy Commissioner supplies the necessary impetus, and I 
therefore reluctantly write to Your Excellency to ask you to communicate 
with Sir Louis Dane in order to get the arrangements for the improvement of 
the processional route through the city pushed on.

Mt dear Lord Hardinge, 

I saw the Bishop of Lahore here on 7th and talked over the Church 
Parade Service. I was particular to assure him that Your Excellency wished 
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only a few high civil officials to be present. He himself scouts the idea of not 
being able to make more than 3.000 men here. He says that he can make 
8,000 to 10,000 here, and would like 10,000 present. He has a voice which, if 
it is rather harsh, does carry well, but 1 don’t believe that he will make himself 
heard to 10,000 soldiers. However 8,000 to 10,000 can be assembled, and Your 
Excellency’s orders are solicited as to this. 

The Lord Bishop has sent a plan (which I enclose). He is evidently 
anxious to make the Service something like the last one, and has put in about 
1,000 seats for civil officers. I telegraphed to him to point out that I bad 
told him that there were, according to Your Excellency’s intention, to be only 
a few high officials, and that they could, it seemed to me, all be accommodated 
in Blocks A and B. I enclose his telegram just received. He will, I fear, 
accept no decision as to this, unless it is communicated to him direct by Your 
Excellency. 

I enclose his proposals for the Service. I have kept no copy. 

Referring again to the plan, the removal of the three blocks of 160 seats on 
each side would enable the troops to be brought up considerably closer (they 
are, to my mind, far too much crowded out in the plan). The position of the 
Conductor right in front of Their Majesties might, it appears to me, be improved. 
If placed a little to the right or left, he ought still to be visible to the Bands 
and Choir. 

The Bishop would like a oanopy over the Dais (of earth or wood) where 
the Bishops will be. He says that, with a wooden one, the voices would carry 
much farther. At the same time he suggests that there could hardly be one for 
the Bishops, unless there were one for Their Majesties. I hardly know what to 
suggest for Their Majesties, and our Engineers are terribly over-worked at 
present, but we will carry out whatever Your Excellency directs. 1 hope how¬ 
ever that early orders may be given as to what we are to do.

My dear DuBoulay, 

I leave here on the night of the 5th instant on my way to Bankipore, Bikna Thoree and 
Calcutta to discuss the precautionary arrangements for Koyal visit vtfth the local police officers, 
I have for some time past been in communication with the Inspector-General of Police, Bengal, 
as regards the Royal journeys, and he has given me his opinion that the last 250 miles of the 
railway journey down to Calcutta on the 30th December should be by daylight, if possible, 
while the case for doing the last 70 miles by daylight is oven stronger. According to the 
detailed timings of the latest tour programme, daylight on the 3<>th December will find the 
Royal train at about the 110th mile from Calcutta, so that according to that programme miles 
250 to 110 will be done in the dark, and not in the light as the I. G. P. thinks advisable. 
When I come to discuss the matter on the spot with him, I may agree with him that daylight 
is advisable for miles 250 to 110. But to alter the programme, so as to arrange that this 
should be the case, would mean that the Royal train would arrive in Calcutta between 2 and 3 
in the afternoon, instead of at 11 o'clock in the morning as in the present programme. I 
should very much like to know if such an alteration in the programme would be a very serious 
matter. I shall not propose it lightly, but at the same time if 1 think that daylight for this 
part of the journey is a real additional safeguard, I think it will be my duty to say so. 
Under suoh circumstances, I venture to write this letter telling you how the case stands in 
case His Excellency may care to give me any instructions before I go down to Bengal.

Paragraph 11 should run.—Their Imperial Majesties will be 
received at the foot of the steps by His Excellency the Governor-General, and 
in the Pavilion at the Bunder by the remainder of those mentioned in this 
paragraph. As regards synopsis, paragraph 4 should be omitted, as General 
Grimston has not yet received the King’s final instructions.

General and General Officer Commanding, Poona Division, will inspect the 
guard-of-honour.

Their Imperial Majesties the King-Eraperor and Queen-Empress are expected to arrive at 
Bombay on the morning of the 2nd December in the S. S. Medina. 

2. A 3 soon as the Medina is signalled from the Light-house, three guus will be fired 
from the Saluting Battery at intervals of ten seconds. On the Medina approaching the an¬ 
chorage, an Imperial salute of 101 guns will be fired by His Majesty’s ships in harbour. 

3. His Excellency the Governor-General will motor from Government House by 
Walkeshwar Road, Sandhurst Bridge, and Queen’s Road to the Secretariat, and will proceed 
thence, accompanied by an escort provided by the General Officer Commanding, Bombay 
Brigade, to the Apollo Bunder, arriving there at 

His Excellency the Governor-General, accompanied by His Excellency 
the Commaoder-in-Chief, His Majesty’s Ships and Vessels, East Indies Station, will leave the 
Bunder to proceed on board the Medina. His Excellency will be received at tho Apollo 
Bunder by a guard-of-honour; and on his embarkation a salute of 31 guns will be fired from 
the Saluting Battery and the guard-of-honour will be dismissed. 

5. His Excellency the Governor of Bombay, accompanied by Lady Clarke, will motor

His Excellency and Lady Clarke will leave the Bunder to proceed on 
board the Medina under the usual salute from the Saluting Battery, and will be presented to 
llieiv Imperial Majesties by His Excellency the Governor-General. His Excellency the 
Governor will be accompanied on board by the Chief Justice, the Lord Bishop, the Members 
of Council and the Chief Secretary to Government, and the General Officer Commanding

6 - At His Excellency the Governor and Lady Clarke and the officials who 

accompanied His Excellency will leave the Medina to return to the Apollo Bunder and thence 
to Government House by the route already traversed.

the Medina and return to the Apollo Bunder and thence to Government House. 

His Excellency the Governor-General and His Excellency the 
Governor of Bombay will motor from Government House to the Secretariat. His Excellency 
the Governor will proceed thence, accompanied by an escort to the Apollo Bunder, arriving 
there at 3-80 p. m, His Excellency the Governor-General will proceed thence, accompanied 
by au escort to the Apollo Bunder, arriving there at 3-40 p. m. 

9. At 3-50 p. w. Their Imperial Majesties the King-Emperor and Queen-Empress, 
accompanied by the Marquess of Crewe and attended by their suite, will quit the Medina. 

10. All arrangements for the disembarkation of Their Imperial Majesties, and the 
embarkation and disembarkation of His Excellency the Governor-General and His Excellency 
the Governor, will be made by the Director of the Royal Indian Marine, in consultation with 
His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, His Majesty's Ships and Vessels, East Indies 
Station. 

I I. At 4 p. M. Their Imperial Majesties will arrive at the steps of the Bunder. An 
Imperial salute of 10J guns will be fired from the Saluting Battery. A guard-of-honour of 
British Infantry, with Band and Colours, will be drawn up at the pier head. 

12. Their Imperial Majesties will be received at the foot of the steps of the Bunder 
by His Excellency the Governor-General, and in the pavilion by His Excellency the Governor 
and Lady Clarke, His Excellency the Coramander-in-Chief, His Majesty's Ships and Vessels, 
East Indies Station, and Lady Slade, the Chief Justice of Bombay, the Lord Bishop, the 
Members of Council, the Judges of the High Court, the Chief Secretary to Government, the 
General Officer Commanding the 6th (Poona; Division, the Commissioner of Custpms, Salt 
Opium and Abkari, the Commissioner, N. D., the President, Municipal Corporation, the 
Sheriff of Bombay, the Secretary to Goverment, Political Department, Consuls-General and 
Consuls de carricre. The Surgeon-General with the Government of Bombay, the Additional 
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Members of Council, the Vice-Chancellor of the University of Bombay, the Director of the 
Koyal Indian Marine, the Roman Catholic Archbishop, the Archdeacon of Bombay, the 
General Officer Commanding Bombay Brigade, and the Secretaries to Government will also 
be present to receive Their Imperial Majesties and will be accommodated in the amphitheatre 
at the Apollo Bunder* 

13. The Chiefs of Savantvadi, Miraj (Senior), Miraj (Junior), Jamkhandi, Kurundvad 
(Senior), Kurundvad (Junior), Aundh, Phaltan, Jawhar, Danta and Mansa are also invited to 
be present in the pavilion. The first class Sardars of the Deccan and Gujarat will be 
accommodated in the amphitheatre. 

14. To all the above cards of admission will be issued by the Secretary to Government, 
Political Department. 

15. Their Imperial Majesties will then proceed to a dais prepared for them and take 
their seats in front. Seats a little in rear will be placed for His Excellency the Governor- 
General, the Marquess of Crewe, His Excellency the Governor and Lady Clarke, His Excellency 
the Commander-in-Chief, His Majesty's Ships and Vessels, East Indies Station, and Lady 
Slade, and for the members of Their Imperial Majesties' suite. Their respective staffs will 
be seated behind. An address of welcome will be presented to Their Imperial Majesties by 
the President of the Municipal Corporation for the City of Bombay. The Executive Engineer, 
Presidency, will send a card of admission to each member of the Corporation, whose name is 
communicated to him by the President of the Corporation. 

16. Seats will be reserved in the amphitheatre for Foreign Consuls and Vice-Consuls, for 
all officers of His Majesty's Services, Naval, Military, Royal Indian Marine and Civil, and 
officers belonging to the Corps of Volunteers then in Bombay and not on duty elsewhere, and 
for second class Sardars present in Bombay, Cards of admission will be sent to tho Consular 
Officers by the Secretary in the Political Department, and will, on application, be issued to all 
others by the Executive Engineer, Presidency. 

17. As far as further accommodation is available, it will be allotted to any ladies and 
gentlemen who may intimate their desire to be present to the Executive Engineer, Presidency, 
by whom cards of admission will be issued ou application.

18. Their Imperial Majesties will, after the presentation of the address, leave the dais by 
the eastern steps and tho assembly will remain standing till they go out of sight. Their 
Imperial Majesties will drive through the City of Bombay attended by an escort detailed under 
orders which will be issued by the military authorities, via Apollo Bunder Road, Esplanade 
Road, Hornby Road, Cruiekshank Road, Ralbadevi Road, Parel Road, Sandhurst Road to

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Mayo Roarl, past the Secretariat and the Elphinstone College grounds, and thence to Apollo 
Bunder. On their return to the dais, Their Imperial Majesties will proceed to the landing 
stage to re-embark. An Imperial salute will be fired from the Saluting Battery. His Excel¬ 
lency the Governor-General will leave as soon as Their Imperial Majesties embark. The route 
will be lined by troops under orders of the General Officer Commanding Bombay Brigade from 
and to such point as he may direct. The seating in the carriages of the Royal Cortege will be 
regulated under the orders of General Grimston. The Commissioner of Police will maintain 
order and keep the streets clear. 

Levde dress will be worn by all civil officers entitled to wear uniform. Pull dress will 
be worn by Naval, Review order by military officers and Court or morning dress by others.

Viceroy's Camp , November 13 th, 1911. 

[ Private.] 

My dear Stamfordham, 

I am writing these few lines to meet you at Aden, although there is no¬ 
thing of really great importance to write to you about. I have, however, two 
letters of yours—of the 18th and 27th October—to acknowledge. 

2. I enclose to you the Bombay programme, and although I suppose I 
should apologise for sending it to you so late, I do not do so, as it is entirely 





the fault of the Bombay Government who have been extraordinarily slack. I 
may mention to you that I only received this programme yesterday, although 
we began discussing it at the beginning of February. I had to telegraph last 
night several modifications to be made in it, and I hope to post to you from 
Agra, where I go tomorrow, the revised programme. Of course I can have 
anything modified that the King desires. 

3. I also enclose to you for submission to the Queen an address from the 
Native ladies of India. This also has come in so late that I have had to take 
the responsibility of approving it, otherwise it would have been too late for 
presentation to Her Majesty. I enclose to you also a draft reply that I have 
drawn up for Her Majesty’s approval. I rather gather from what I hear that 
an objet d’art will be presented to Her Majesty at the same time. 

4. Your letter of October 18 th .—I am sorry it is impossible to have a 
hook prepared of Indian notabilities whom the King and Queen may meet, in 
the first place, because their name is legion, and, secondly, because everybody 
is working at high pressure, and as we are within a month of the Durbar 
there is really not time to do it. Had I known earlier of the existence of 
such a book as you sent me in connection with the Prince of Wales’ tour, I 
would gladly have had one prepared. 

5. I think that the officer in charge of the Press Camp should be the 
Court Newsman, as he could then be made responsible for official communica¬ 
tions being properly distributed to the press. 

6. I have deferred to the King’s wishes and have put Gabriel down for 
a C. S. I. instead of a C. I. E., although neither his seniority nor his service 
entitles him to it. I have also put Grimston’s Assistants down for C. I. E.’s. 

7. I hope you will reconsider what you wrote in the last paragraph of 
your letter as regards the C. Y. O. for Mackenzie, my Comptroller. He is not 
an A.-D.-C. and is practically in civil employ. He has worked like a Trojan 
during the whole year, not only in connection with the King’s Camp, but also 
with the visit to Calcutta. He has further been Secretary to the All-India 
Memorial to King Edward from its inception and has run the whole show. I 
do hope, therefore, that the King will agree to my recommendation. If the 
King decides that he cannot give Mackenzie a C. Y. O., I would rather that 
he should have nothing, for I do not think that an M. Y. O. would be a 
suitable recognition. 

8. I should be glad if, in the list of my recommendations for M. V. 0., the 
name of Sir Arthur Ker might be added, as he has been Honorary Treasurer 
to the All-India Memorial to King Edward ; and that of Captain Willis, who 
has made the Durbar Medal and also the new rupee. I could show both of 
these to the King at Bombay. 


9. It telegraphed to you on the 9tli November to withdraw the name of 
.Wallace. My reason for doing so is that he was, a few weeks ago, posted as a 
.defaulter on the Turf, although he is so no longer. I should like the name of 
Henderson also removed, as he has proved an incompetent telegraph officer and 
has had to be transferred from the Durbar Telegraph Department elsewhere. 

10. I enclose to you a memorandum concerning an application from a 
certain Captain Skinner for an interview with His Majesty. Had lie not been 
received by the King when Prince of Wales, I would have dealt with it mvself, 
but I would now suggest replying that His Majesty will not have time at Delhi 
to grant the proposed interview. I see no necessity for the King to grant it. 

11. Your letter of 27 th October, paragraph 4 —I am not at all certain 
that the King is not right in wishing to read the reply to the address on the 
Ridge. I have been thinking over it, and it must be remembered that the 
assembly at the Ridge is by far the most important assembly that the King 
will see at any time during his stay in India except at the actual Durbar. The 
Ruling Chiefs, who in comparison are of minor importance, are received at the 
railway station and again privately by His Majesty, while the occasion on 
the Ridge is the only one on which British India appears as a homogeneous whole. 
X rather think that they should bo treated with more consideration than, for 
example, the Bombay Municipality to whom the King will hand his reply to 
their address. Although this view, which I am now expressing, is contrary 
to that which I held in my previous letters, I think that the King is right in 
wishing to read the reply to the address on the Ridge. There will °be no 
occasion like it except at the actual Durbar. 

12. When I arrivei at Bombay I shall have several questions of detail 
that I shall wish to put to you, some of which will have to be submitted to 
His Majesty j so X shall lose no time in coming on hoard the Medina after her 
arrival. 

13. I shall bo staying in Bombay till 11-30 on the night of the 3rd, when 
I return to Delhi to superintend the final rehearsals. 

14 I go to Agra, and Cawnpore tomorrow. At the latter place I have 
to lay the foundation stone of a memorial to King Edward, and I then go 
straight to Delhi, where I shall remain until I start for Bombay to meet Their 
Majesties and you. I hope that in the meantime you are having a very 
pleasant and prosperous journey. It is a great comfort and relief to me to feel 
that you have really started. I always feared that something might happen 
at the last moment to prevent the King leaving. 

16. Your boy joins us as soon as we get to Delhi, i. e on Saturday next. 

16. I also enclose, for the King’s approval, tho Order of Service for 
December lOfch drawn up by the Bishop of Lahore who will officiate. 1 am 
arranging for the presence of about 8,000 British troops representing all British 


regiments at Delhi, about 600 officers and their wives, and about 600 high 
officials and guests. Together with the bands there will be about 10,000 people 
present. More than, this would be to degenerate into the form of Service held 
at last Durbar.

My dear Sir George, 

Many thanks for your letter of the 8th. 

I am sorry to have had to trouble you with modifications of the Bombay 
programmes which reached me yesterday morning. It is a pity that you were 
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unable to send them to me earlier, but I think that some gf the details with 
which I was unable to agree should have been submitted to me earlier by the 
Foreign Department, who I gather were aware of the contents of your pro¬ 
gramme. However, if you are able to let me have some copies at Agra in time 
for me to send by next mail to Aden, I think it will be all right. 

I quite approve of the proposed return route for Their Majesties when they 
drive through the town. In all such questions the safety of Their Majesties 
comes before every other consideration. 

Thank you very much for suggesting the people whom I may meet in your 
house at dinner on the night of the 1st December. I should like to meet again 
Lord and Lady Harris, as well as the Chief Justice and the Admiral. There 
are two of your officials upon whom I have my eye as good men, and whom I 
would like to meet: one is Lucas, whom you recommended' to me; and the 
other is Robertson. But I daresay I can meet them on some other occasion. 

I am not in the least bit alarmed as to Their Majesties’ safety. It would 
be a fatal mistake if they were so hedged round as never to be accessible. I 
should be sorry to see them guarded in the same manner as I have seen the 
Emperor of Russia. 

We intend to he stiff-necked on the subject of useless Inspector-Generals. 
There is a lot of personal intrigue going on at the India Office to save them 
from abolition. I think that we shall probably apply for the opinions of Local 
Governments to fortify us in our struggle with the India Office.

The King and Queen 
should be on a slightly raised pedestal (about 1£ feet) with a shamiana above 
them. It would be advisable to provide an alter platform, screen and canopy 
as he desires. I should be glad if your Committee could arrange the seating 
of the officials, guests, &c. The officers and their wives should be arranged for 
by military officers. 

I shall see you tomorrow and will then be able to talk over things, but I 
have thought it best to jot down these few points.

Bombay, November 15 th, 1911. 

Mr dear Lord Hardinge, 

I am sorry that our programme was published; but a good deal which 
appears in the complete synopsis was held back, and the ohanges which you 
have made either relate to matters not yet announced, or are details which do 
not affect the arrangements or the public, and can be published a few days 
before the 2nd. 

The course taken here followed exactly that laid down in 1905. 

Our original proposals were sent to the Foreign Department on the 21st 
September. 

The reply, signed Mr. Reynolds, was despatched on the 17th October. It 
made seven alterations and ended with the following paragraph :— 

“ I am to request that copies of the synopsis and notification as finally 
settled may be supplied to the Government of India, to the Military Secretary 
to the King-Emperor and to the Military Secretary to His Excellency the 
Viceroy”. 

Our interpretation was that no further reference was expected, and that 
all we had to do was to complete details and forward “ as finally settled”. I 
think this interpretation was justified, more especially as it followed the 
precedent of 1905. 

Hewever, no harm has been done. 

Frankly I think that my wife’s proper place is with me in our own State 
carriage, from which she would he excluded only by Royalty or Your Excel¬ 
lencies. Precedence settled for purposes of the Durber seems to me a different 
matter, and not applicable to a procession in our own capital. 

I should greatly prefer that neither of us should be in the procession 
rather than that we should go as proposed ; but I will of course do as you wish. 

There are one or two points as to which I would like to know Your Excel¬ 
lency’s wishes, and I will note them on a separate sheet. 

A few other points may arise; but we have ample time. 

All arrangements here are exceedingly well forward, and I think the 
temporary structures at the Bunder will look very well. The Amphitheatre 
will seat about 3,100 people who will have a fine view of everything with a 
splendid background of the harbour, ships and distant coast. The King’s kiosk 
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will be in full shade at the time of arrival. Prom the pavilion to the kiosk 
the path of the procession will he in the sun, and special umbrellas will be 
ready to hold over Their Majesties, if they wish it. 

With regard to what I have written about the procession, I am sure that 
you know the forces at home and in India, which work the belittling and the 
weakening of prestige of all European officials in India from the highest to 
the lowest. Such things are carefully noted by Indians, to whom prestige is 
everything and who observe what would cause no remark in England. It is 
the more necessary that we should resist anything which would have the effect 
of lowering our prestige in Indian eyes. 

The Admiral will land 120 bluejackets who will be stationed at the 
Bunder. We propose that a Naval guard-of-honour should mount on the 
King’s arrival and be formally relieved by a military guard before the proces¬ 
sion returns, which will give the spectators something to look at. I hope you 
will like this plan.

My dear DuBoulay, 

I am sorry to have to trouble you in regard to a few matters of detail 
about tbe Durbar Medal. 

(1) The ribbon has all arrived in the country and is being fitted to the 
medals as rapidly as posible. In the case of medals intended for tbe Army, 
however, we do not propose to sew the ribbon, but simply to run it through 
the ring and brooch, and leave the ends loose, letting the recipient have it 
stitched up himself. Tbe reason for this is that an officer who wears the 
Durbar Medal alongside of war medals must adjust the length of tbe ribbon for 
himself. If he has a war medal with no clasps, the ribbon would be quite 
short. If he has a number of clasps, the ribbon has to be lengthened accord¬ 
ingly, as all medals must run in a straight line across the breast. In tbe case 
of civil medals, we propose to sew the ribbons for the gold medals at full length, 
that is about four inches. Tor the silver medals, it is a question whether we 
should adopt a fixed length, or leave each recipient to stitch the ribbon for 
himself, at the length which he fancies. We can do whichever His Excellency 
directs; but we should of course have a substantial number completely stitched 
and ready for immediate distribution and use. 

(2) The next question is the number of medals which His Excellency 
would like to be fitted with bows. He mentioned the matter to me some time 
ago in Simla, and we are now ready to carry out orders. Will you kindly let 
me know how many— K a) gold medals, and ( b) silver medals—should be fitted 
with bows ? 

(3) The third question is about the despatch of the medals. His Excellency, 
when he last mentioned the matter to me, was inclined to think that each of 
the eight major provinces should have a thousand. Should I arrange to send a 
parcel of a thousand to the Secretariat of each province direct from the Mint, 
so as to be on the spot before the 12th ? If there is to be any granting of 
medals at local assemblages on the day of the Durbar, the parcel should have 
to be despatched very soon, so as to let the distribution be completed in time. 
If, however, it is His Excellency’s wish that there should be no giving of medals 
anywhere until the King-Emperor has personally granted them to his 
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entourage on the D dr bar day, I will arrange for the Mint to postpone the 
despatch of their parcels until the 12th. 

(4) There remain the 12,000 silver medals and 200 gold medals for the 
civil population, and the 5,000 silver medals for the Army. I do not suppose 
that it is at all necessary to send anything like this amount to Delhi, where 
they would only be an incubus. Could you very kindly give me some sort of 
idea of the number which will actually be required at Delhi during Their 
Majesties’ stay there ? As regards the remainder, I will arrange with the 
Foreign Department for their custody, &s. 

(5) You will recollect the orders about providing a clasp for the medal in 
the case of Indian Army officers and men who had obtained it at home, or 
rather who had obtained the home medal. I enclose, for His Excellency’s 
consideration, a number of pencil designs for the clasp. Any of these can be 
got ready in time. In a separte envelope I send a still simpler design in 
silver, which the Mint Master himself is most in favour of. It is clearly 
distinguishable from a war medal clasp in every way. Will you kindly let me 
have the drawings and the silver specimen back at your early convenience, 
with His Excellency’s instructions as to which design we are to go on with ?

I write in answer to your letter of 15th November about Durbar Medals. 
(1) His Excellency approves your leaving the ribbons for the Army 
medals unstitched. But those for civilians which are sent to Delhi for

immediate distribution, including all the gold medals, should be stitched ready 
for distribution. You 'will retain about 12,000 at the Mint (besides those 
5,000 for the Army, about which I will let you know later). Those which you 
retain should be unstitched. 

(2) Three gold medals and 850 silver medals should be fitted with bows and 

sent to me at Delhi. # 

(3) The number to be sent to the various Provinces will be definitely 
fixed after the Durbar is over—meantime they should be retained at the Mint. 

(4) 7,000 silver medals with stitched ribbons; 350 silver medals with bows; 
197 gold medals with stitched ribbons; 3 gold medals with bo\vs, should he 
sent to me at Delhi, so that they may be available for distrib ation immediately 
after the Durbar and before the camps break up. 

I hope you w r ill have them packed in substantial cases, as they will have 
to be in my tent until they are distributed. 

As noted above, 1 will let you know later whether to retain the 5,000 for 
the Army or to send them to the Commander-in-Chief at Delhi. 

(5) The Viceroy does not approve of the silver specimen, nor of any of the 
pencil designs for clasps, but he would approve the design he has marked, if its 
depth could be reduced by half, and the lettering greatly reduced in size. 

I think that answers all your questions.

I will publish nothing more till two or three days before His Majesty’s 
arrival, so that, if any wishes are wired from Aden, they can be included. I am 
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so glad that you think my action was justified by the letter from the Foreign 
Department. Publication might have been delayed until I had your personal 
imprimatur; but people here were grumbling that they had been told nothing, 
and it was assumed in consequence that Government were behindhand in their 
preparations. 

As regards the procession on the 2nd, I will do anything you wish ; but I 
do not think His Majesty can know how these things are regarded in India, 
where the least point of etiquette is observed and, if unexpected, is commented 
upon everywhere. Precedence at the Durbar is another matter. 

Who should be put into the carriage with my wife, if she may not bo with 

me? 

The Jam has just sent up a silver carriage which he offers for Their 
Majesties’ use on the 2nd. It looks splendid, and is most comfortable in all 
ways. The Royal Arms have been prepared to go on the doors, and the lining 
is Royal blue. It has been reconstructed and is quite unlike the curious 
equipages one sees in Native States. In all respects it is just what Their 
Majesties should ride in, and what would powerfully impress the Native 
crowds. Would you very kindly telegraph if I may use it, of course after full 
testing at the three rehearsals next week ? I strongly recommend accept¬ 
ance, as the effect of the procession would be greatly enhanced, and the most 
aboriginal person in the streets will instantly recognise Their Majesties. 

Colonel Maxwell sent the replies to my questions which have been 
distributed in the proper quarters. I am very glad that you like the double 
guards-of-honour, which will please the Royal Navy. 

It is very satisfactory to know that you like the look of the Bombay 
Camp. I began it very early and some good men have looked after the 
arrangements. 

Agra must be facinating. We hope to see it after the Durbar, which 
will be our last chance. 

The dress for dinner on the Medina is notified as “full dress with 
trousers ”. Will that mean our gold coats ? Of course Executive Councillors 
have them not.

With reference to the President's telegram to me of the 10th instant and mine of the’11th 
and 18th instant, copies of which I attach, I beg to report tliat I personally inspected Bhiknt* 
Thoree on the 13th instant, in company with Colonel Manriefs-S’miih, v, c., Resident of Nepal , 
and Major Borden, I. m. s. 

2. Prior to the receipt of vour telegram, arrangements had been made to remove all cooliesf 
working at our stone quarries well away from' the station* and this had already been done a# 
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the time of my visit. In addition we arranged to remove all other railway coolies working in 
the station to a suitable site*approved by the civil officers, and their removal was in progress 
.when I left. 

3. The protection of the water-supply from contamination is the principal matter which 

needed special attention, and this is now being safeguarded by police under a Police Inspector 
and the cutting down of jungle along the “pyne " (water distributory), which is the principal 
source of water-supply in the yard, was in progress. This will enable the “pyne" to be properly 
patrolled. •> 

4. Subsequent to my visit I met the Hon’ble Mr. Morshead, Inspector-General of Police 
Bengal, and Mr. Streatfield, Commissioner, Muzafferpur. From the former I ascertained that 
an Assistant Superintendent of Police was being detailed to Bhikna Thoree to supervise the 
arrangements, and Mr. Streatfield informed me that the trained conservancy staff employed 
annually at the Sonepore Mela were being transferred for conservancy duty to Bhikna Thoree. 
These measures should secure good sanitary conditions. 

5. Such insanitary conditions as existed, prior to my inspection, were largely due to a track 
having been made to Napal through our station and to those passing along it making use of 
the adjacent jungle for purposes of nature. The only possible prevention of this is to police the 
precincts of the station, and this has |now, I think, beon effectively arranged for. 

6. On our part we have put on an European Inspector with a staff of sweepers who will 
work under the supervision of the Police officer in charge. Trenches for the railway staff are 
being dug, and every possible precaution will be taken to maintain good sanitary conditions.

Dear Mr. Maclagan, 

The storm is developing still, off Malabar, well down south; but there is 
nothing yet to call for any special note. Aden has had the cautionary signal 
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flying for some days, and yesterday we changed it for the warning signal; we 
are keeping the port informed. 

I count that, as the King’s arrival at Bombay is timed for 10 A. m. on 
Saturday, the 2nd, he should leave Aden about the afternoon of the 27th and 
cross the probable track of the storm centre about the morning of the 30th. 
It is probable that the storm may be north of the line Aden-Bombay by 
then, but at the present stage I cannot say definitely. 

I am trying to ascertain how far wireless messages may reach from Aden 
and from Bombay to the ship* in case of sudden need of the information, but 
I imagine that, if the cyclone turns out to be severe, a short delay would be 
possible at Aden ? If you have any better information as to dates than I have 
given above, would you kindly let me have it ? No action will be taken here, 
of course, except through you, apart from modifications of the storm signals at 
Aden and Bombay in the ordinary course.

If I venture to suggest that an administrative rather than a financial officer 
should take his place, I hope that Your Excellency will acquit mo of any 
desire to ask for what is unreasonable. Mr. Hailey is a man of exceptional 
ability who, as Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson told me when he intimated that he 
had nominated him for appointment to the Committee, would be found as 
useful to the Committee for administrative as for financial business. This has 
been amply borne out. Mr. Hailey and I have dealt together with every 
financial matter with the result that I have the financial business at my 
finger’s ends. The time for sanctioning expenditure has almost gone, and I 
have the audit officer to assist me in every way. I telegraphed to the Finance 
Department that I hoped that it would be agreeable to them for me to carry 
on the financial work with the audit officer. 

I am not sure that I cannot get through it all without aid ; but, if I find 
in the next day and two that I need some, what I should like would be a man 
who could take over the control of business connected with the spectators’ 
mound, children at the Durbar, Garden party, Press and Visitors’ Camp, which 
were under the general supervision of Mr. Hailey. I fear that it is unlikely 
that any one whom the Finance Department could give us would be able to 
undertake these duties efficiently.

Clear the line. I shall of course subordinate my views to Tour Excel¬ 
lency’s wishes, but I would ask to be allowed earnestly to represent the necessity 
for having a man of requisite knowledge and status to take over the financial 
work of the Durbar up to now done by Hailey. I consider it absolutely 
essential to have a man of this stamp who will be able to wind up the finances 
after the Durbar. I also consider it essential that such officers should be 
subordinate and responsible to me for the discharge of this duty. The audit 
officer alluded is a far too junior and subordinate class. There is no objection 
whatever to Sir John Hewett having an administrative officer as well as 
Stokes. It is merely a question of a little more pay. I am very sorry indeed 
not to fall in with Sir John’s proposal to do Hailey’s financial work himself, 
but I consider anything of the kind quite unworkable, and from an official 
standpoint' most objectionable.

There is only one man who is con¬ 
versant with the Durbar expenditure, having dealt with it at my end. He is 
Stokes, our Deputy Secretary. He is somewhat slow, but very sound, willing 
and intelligent. He is at Simla. I have telegraphed to Simla ordering him to 
proceed to Delhi immediately to replace Hailey. I hope your Excellency will 
pardon me if I dwell on the great loss this is to me just at the commencement 
of my Budget work. I have lost Hailey and Jukes, and my only even partially 
trained man is Stokes, whom I am parting with.

In my letter of August 14th, when submitting names for approval for the 
grant of honours in connection with the Durbar, 1 mentioned that there would 
probably be some officers who had not then begun their work under the Durbar 
Committee who would justify their recognition. 

Foremost among these are Colonel Somerville and Major Stretton. The 
latter is already M. V. 0. They have both done excellent service, and the 
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massed bands will be a great success. I bring them to Your Excellency’s notice 
with confidence. In the circumstances and in view of the fact that during 
the visit of Their Majesties the massed bands will have as much hard work as 
anyone, they seem to me to deserve the C. Y. O. 

The next case is that of Mr. C. B. Bayley in charge of the Press Camp, 
and Mr. Alma Latifi in charge of the Vernacular part of that camp. Mr. Bayley 
is already M. V. O. He has displayed exceptional capacity and tact in dealing 
with the many troublesome matters that have arisen in connection with this 
camp, and Mr. Hailey and I have been greatly impressed with the thoroughness 
and excellence of his work. I recommend him for the C. V. 0. Mr. Latifi 
has worked very hard and enthusiastically in charge of the whole camp during 
the summer, and latterly under Mr. Bayley in charge of the Vernacular portion 
of it. He is a member of the Indian Civil Service serving in the Punjab, and 
I recommend him for the M. V. 0. 

When I submitted the names of Commanding Officers of Pioneer Regiments 
which had helped us, I had to omit mention of the 128th Pioneers. Colonel 
Brownrigg had recently died, and the regiment had not returned to work under 
its new Commanding Officer. It has again been giving us most useful 
service during the past two months, and I recommend Lieutenant-Colonel 
A. H. D. Creagh for the M. V. 0. 

The Sappers and Miners from Rurki have been working, during the spring 
and now, on both civil and military preparations for the Durbar. I thought 
that the name of Lieutenant-Colonel P. G, Twining, R. E., would have been 
brought to Your Excellency’s notice by the military authorities, but have been 
assured that this is not the case. He has been indefatigable and his corps has 
been utilised as a maid of all work. Thus, at a very little notice, he has under¬ 
taken all arrangements for the State Parade Service; another very different job, 
for which the Commanding Officer has made himself responsible, is the putting 
together of the thrones of Their Majesties. The Sappers and Miners stand in 
the same position as regards the Durbar Committee as the Pioneer Regiments, 
and great disappointment would be caused if their Commanding Officer’s 
services were not recognised. I recommed Lieutenant-Colonel Twining for 
the M. V. 0. 

In Your Excellency’s letter of November 8th you informed me that you 
had withdrawn the recommendation of Mr. Wallace for the M. V. O., and in 
that of 13th idem that you had taken the same course as regards Mr. Henderson 
of the Telegraph Department. 

In place of Mr. Wallace I wish to bring to your Excellency’s- notice the 
name of another Punjab Police officer, viz., Mr, A. C. Stewart, Deputy Inspector- 
General. This officer is in charge of all the traffic arrangements which he has 
brought to a standard altogether different from that of the last Durbar. I 
confidently recommend him for the M. V. 0, 


Mr. J. Thomas, who has taken Mr. Henderson’s place, has revolutionised 
the telephone arrangements, and all telegraph work is running smoothly and 
well under his guidance. I recommend him for the M. Y. O. 

At the request of the Committee, Lieutenant-Colonel R. F. C. Gordon, my 
Private Secretary, has undertaken all the arrangements for the retiring rooms 
and pavilions of Their Majesties at the Review ground, Polo ground. 
Amphitheatre and Fort, and I bring his name to the notice of Your 
Excellency.

If this, as the Viceroy also is 
convinced, is the case, would you issue a Press communique relative* to the 
matter, and say that, among the Delhi functions, at the Investiture only is the 
wearing of Court dress obligatory, though gentlemen in possession of Court 
dress should wear it also at the State Reception. Perhaps the communique 
should make some allusion to the Pioneers paragraph by quotation or other¬ 
wise as Court dress is prescribed, I think, for officials attending other functions 
such as State Entry and Durbar (?).

When I had the pleasure of seeing you this morning, I intended to have 
informed you how the Durbar business now stands, in ease His Excellency 
should at any time desire to know. 

It has practically all been disposed of, with the exception of the accounts 
which the Finance Department will not be able to produce till about May, and 
a few routine cases that may drag on for months. 

The former can be dealt with by Stokes ; and the latter by the Foreign 
Department as part of the day’s work, as was done after the 1903 Durbar. 

There is thus very little to justify the continuance of my appointment, and 
it was in these circumstances that Sir John Hewett and Sir H. McMahon 
concurred in allowing me to proceed on leave, the Committee being formally 
wound up at the same time. 

I have written a comprehensive report on the proceedings, giving full 
details for future reference and including the technical reports of the specialist 
officers, but have not yet been able to put this into final form because of the 
delay in obtaining the financial statement and also because a few of the 
departmental reports are still outstanding. It is unsatisfactory from my point 
of view not to have been able to finish before leaving, but I will complete the 
work while on furlough, and I hope that it will be in your hands long before my 
return in September. The proofs are being examined by Sir John Hewett and 
every detail is being carefully verified by reference to the offioers concerned. 

With many thanks for all your kind assistance during the past year.

The seleoted representatives who came in from the Districts and States 
round Delhi have all returned full of loyalty and enthusiasm, and their tales 
of what they saw and heard cannot fail to do much and lasting good. 

Though there was a general feeling that Government should have borne 
all the cost of such a Merry-Making, we also collected a large amount in sub¬ 
scriptions, and spent a sum of Rs. 22,888, including the Rs. 15,000 given by 
His Imperial Majesty on feeding the poor in the Emperor’s name—a proceed¬ 
ing which was most popular and brought the meaning of the Durbar home 
to many who could not attend it. 

I had great hopes that the whole cost of arranging for the camps of 
180,000 visitors, of feeding many of these in free kitchens provided by Chiefs 
and leading men, of arranging for these and perhaps 220,000 others to see 
Their Imperial Majesties, and of providing amusements for the multitude, 
would have' been met by the liberal subscriptions raised, by the offers of actual 
assistance received, and by the proceeds of certain entertainments which were 
made over to contractors. I am sorry to say that my hopes were not realised. 
The total expenditure upon sanitation, police, water-supply and stands was 
Rs. 2,11,041. Out of this we can meet Rs. 1,24,912, and are faced with a 
deficit of Rs. 86,129. The main reason for this was that we were not able to 
help the contractors to put through their entertainments properly owing to 
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the pressure on the troops and police in connection with the Durbar. Thus 
the Maharaja Scindia and Lieutenant-Colonel Bir Bikram Singh of Nahan had 
arranged a sham fight, and seats to view this were sold for Bs. 7,000. Owing 
to constant rehearsals and street linings their troops could not come to the 
Mela and the whole thing fell through. We had to return the money received. 
The fate of the elephant performance for which outside contractors had paid 
Bs. 35,000 to the Committee was very similar. Owing partly to the laches 
of the contractor, the seats to view the fireworks were rushed, and we could not 
get together enough police on 13th to clear out the invaders without causing 
a fracas, which was of course most undesirable. 

I am afraid, therefore, that I must ask for Your Excellency’s assistance 
in meeting the deficit of Bs. 86,129, w'hicli after all is not much to pay for 
what was according to the press one of the most successful features of the 
Durbar and certainly one of the most original, as it was the first time that we 
had catered for the religious personages and general public of India. I am 
sending in a request to the Foreign Department for an assignment of this 
amount, and I trust that, with Your Excellency’s support, the request may be 
successful, as it is hardly fair to saddle a Local Government with what was 
truly Imperial expenditure.

I am directed to address the Government of India on the subject of the expenditure 
incurred in connection with the Badshabi Mela held at Delhi on the occasion of the 
Coronation Durbar in December last. The final accounts of the Mela have now been submitted 
to this Government, and it has been ascertained that the net cost of the gathering, after 
deducting receipts and recoveries from the expenditure incurred, amounts to Rs. 86,129. A 
brief abstract of the income and expenditure is enclosed for the information of the Govern¬ 
ment of India. In addition to the amounts shown as received very large sums were expended 
by Ruling Chiefs and others on opening free hospitals and dispensaries, housing and feeding 
the visitors and in other similar'ways. 

2. It was originally hoped that the whole cost of the Mela would be met from the 
subscriptions raised and from the proceeds of certain entertainments which were made over to 
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contactors. Unfortunately some of the entertainments, though successful from the spectacu- 
lar point of view, were failures as far as the purveyors were concerned. The numerous engage- 
ments and counter-attractions in the Durbar area accounted partly for this, but the "main 
reason was that the small force of police and troops, which was all that could be detached 
from other Durbar duties, found it impossible to clear the stands, &c. from the 
immense crowds that flocked to the Mela. Moreover as a result of the incessant 
demands on the troops and police in connection with the Durbar, it proved impossible 
in some cases to provide the contractors with the facilities which were required to 
enable them to carry their entertainments to a successful conclusion. Thus the Maharaia 
kSindhia and Lieutenant-Colonel Bir Bikiam Singb of Nahan had arranged a sham ficrht and 
seats to view this were sold for Rs. 7,000. Owing to consiant rehearsals and street lining 
then tioops could not come to the Mela, and the money had consequently to be refunded. 

or soipewhat similar reasons the elephant fight, for the seating accommodation at which a 
syndicate paid Rs. <35,000, and which His Honour himself went down to see, proved a 
complete fiatco.

3. At the same time the Lieutenant-Governor is satisfied that no expenditure was 
incurred beyond what was absolutely necessary to achieve the object in view, and very heavy 
expenditure was incurred on the water-supply and sanitary arrangements at the SDecial 
instance of the Sanitary Commissioner with the Government of India. His Honour 
is confident that the Government of India will agree with him in thinking that- the

the Mela enabled many of the chief religious personages in India, and thousands of the poorer 
subjects of Iiis Majesty to share in the rejoicings attendant on the Royal visit and widespread 
satisfaction lias been expressed particularly among the agricultural population of the surround 
mg districts at the notable opportunity thus afforded them of participating in the Durbar 
celebrations.

My dkau Sir William, 

You said very kindly today that I might refer to you about the charge of £120 which the 
Government of India is requesting The Times to pay for my accommodation in the Press 
Camp at Delhi. 

When Lovat Fraser and I went out, we understood that only one of us was to be the 
guest of the Government of India, but we thought that a similar rule would be enforced 
against all our contemporaries. At Delhi itself, however, we found that other newspapers and 
news agencies had been allowed two or more representatives to whom no charge was being 
made for the twelve days when hospitality was offered by the Government of India, b'or 
instance, the Times of India had two representatives, L)r. Stanley Reid and Mr. Sheppard. 
Reuter's Agency had two acknowledged representatives, Mr. Buck and Mr. Kingston, and 
two others, Mr. Kesteven and Dr. Denison Ross, who were nominally representing other 
papers, but were in fact working for Reuter's. Mr. Kesteven is the Government Solicitor in 
Calcutta and an official Member of the Imperial Legislative Council. Dr. Rossis an Under 
Secretary to Government. Neither had in point of fact much claim to accommodation as 
genuine correspondents, but Reuter's team of four (with three wives) all got in for nothing. 
Another was that of an Indian news syndicate which was represented by four persons, 
Mr. E. C. Cotes, Mr. Le Maistre, Major McBurnet, and Mr. K. C. Roy. None of these 
was charged. 






Subterfuges were, of course, employed. The second representative of the Times of India 
figured, for instance, as the correspondent of the Times of India weekly edition, which is 
simply a reprint of the daily edition. I might as legitimately have described myself as the 
correspondent of the weekly edition of The Times. 

In view of all this, Fraser and I made representations to our Camp Officer, C. B. Bayley, 
who laid the matter before the Durbar Committee. As a result, we were told that the charge 
of £120 would not be pressed, and I left Delhi, supposing that the matter was settled for good. 
It must have been revived now, I think, under some misapprehension, but of course, if it is 
pressed, The Times will pay up dutifully. It seoms, however, a little hard that The Times 
and the Daily Telegraph (who have also received a similar claim) should be the only two 
newspapers thus penalised—especially as they each of them spent more on trying to make 
people in England appreciate the Durbar than (I think I can truly say) all the other news- 
paperes put together. We don’t like to make a protest on these lines .officially. Could it be 
indicated unofficially, do you think ? 

I hope in any case you will forgive this tremendous document.

Viceregal Lodge , Simla , June 20th, 1912. 

Sir, 

My reason for troubling Your Majesty again this week with a letter is that 
there is a matter that I would like to place before you and to ask for Your 
Majesty’s sanction and approval. 

It is in connection with the two stones laid by Your Majesty and the 
Queen at Delhi in December last. 

I am anxious to place the laying of these stones by Your Majesties in its 
true relation to the new city, so as to prevent any criticism or comment when 
the moment arrives for me to remove them and to place them in a conspicuous 
position elsewhere. 

My Legislative Council will meet in Simla at the beginning of September 
and will naturally expect me to inform them in a speech as to the progress 
being made in connection with new Delhi, in which they take the greatest 
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interest. This will give me the necessary opportunity for dealing with the 
stones. The words that, with Your Majesty’s approval, I would like to use in 
the course of my speech would he as follows :— 

“ There appears to me to have been some misconception as to the true 
meaning of the stones laid by Their Imperial Majesties at that memorable 
ceremony on the 15th December, at which the Members of my Legislative 
Council were present. The ceremony took place, as you are all aware, only 
three days after the momentous announcements made at the Durbar on the 
12th December, which will always be associated with the name of the King- 
Emperor and with the presence of Their Imperial Majesties at Delhi. It 
appeared to those who had the honour to advise Their Imperial Majesties that 
it was desirable that the King-Emperor and Queen-Empress should, so far as 
possible, be personally and materially associated with the new city to be raised 
at Delhi. It was obvious to His Imperial Majesty, as also to the Government 
of India, that it would be impossible within so short an interval to select a spot 
which could be defined as one on which any particular building of the new city 
would be raised, or even definitely as the site of the new city, since the 
selection of a site for the Imperial City of Delhi would obviously require much' 
careful thought and expert advice before a definite decision could be taken. I 
am confident that His Imperial Majesty will not reproach me with indiscretion 
when I say that he has urged upon me repeatedly in private letters his desire 
that the greatest care and thought should be devoted to the selection of the 
most healthy and best possible site for the new city in which he takes the very 
keenest personal interest, and that I am fully authorised by His Imperial 
Majesty to place the stones with their foundations, as laid by Their Imperial 
Majesties, in the position that I and the Government of India may consider 
most desirable in the new city, as a lasting testimony to his devotion to India 
and to his warm interest in the welfare of the Indian people. The ceremony in 
question denoted the irrevocable decision of His Imperial Majesty the King- 
Emperor, and the stones laid by Their Imperial Majesties to inaugurate the 
new city will for ever remain a priceless memorial of an immortal and historic 
occasion.” 

A speech in these terms will, I venture to think, place the present and 
future disposal of these stones in an unassailable position, and will close the 


door to any invidious criticism or comment. I trust that these words may 
meet with Your Majesty’s approval.

Many thanks for two letters received today. I will bear in mind the 
alteration to he made in my speech about the stones at Delhi, if I decide in 
the end to. speak about them. Everything is so absolutely quiet here at 
present that I do not wish to arouse any further controversy, which Calcutta 
would be only too pleased to take up, and my present feeling is that it may be 
better to let sleeping dogs lie, I may mention that I have had a very nice 
railing put round the stones, and when at Delhi a few days ago I gave orders 
that a canopy should be designed and put over them, in order to emphasise the 
value and importance that we attach to these stones. As they are practioally 
within our compound, I will see that they are properly looked after. 

I spent some strenuous days at Delhi at the beginning of last week, where 
it was very hot indeed. I wanted to see the temporary buildings that are 
being put up for next winter, and also to visit the site of the new city which 
was flagged out in accordance with the proposed town plan. I am ’ glad I 
went, as there are some obvious changes that must be made in the scheme, and 
which, I think, will even be an improvement. It is my aim to lay out a town 
that will be complete only in the future, and will always have room for 
expansion. We are working bard at plans and estimates, and when these have 
been made and approved, we will start at once on making roads and laying 
down the water and drainage system. 

We are, I rejoice to say, having a splendid monsoon, and there is every 
reason to hope that the present prosperity will continue. Everybody is so 
far very quiet, and there is no agitation in progress. Long may it continue. 

Have you seen the plans for the new Australian capital ? They are very 
fine, and the official estimate is two million sterling.
